T have often oblerved a re- 
terence in the Monthly Magazine. 

Thoie who are defirous of giving birth 
to it with, however, to avail them'elves 
of the experience af fome long-eitablithed 
locieies of the f2me kind ; and would be 
glad to receive through your mifcellany 
the rules and regulations of any flourifli- 
ing and harmonious inéitution. 

Their defgn dovs not extend beyond 
the creation of a fund, to be augmented 
by annual fubfe:éption, for the purchafe 
of books and jertodical works, which are 
to he circulared among the members, and 
fold by augtion every year, or every two 
years. 

Probably, from twenty to forty fub- 
fcrinets might be united, and be willing 
to pay a guinea or a guinea and a halt per 
agnum; befides an extra guinea or two 
guineas exch, on admiffion, to make the 
fist purchafes. 

We have heard of fubferiptions at fo 
low a rate as half-a guinea per annum; but 
we tear the neceflary advances in the price 
of books, in common with every other 
aticle of luxury or neceffity, muft render 
luch {ubicriptions very ineffectual to the 
purpofe, and unfatistactory to the fub- 
leribers. 

We do not afpire to the dignity of a 
Maptages library, fearing that our num- 

'§ are infufficient to effe&t fuch an ef- 
tablifhment; the hiftory, however, of 
what has been dure by others may proha- 
biy ftimulare us in time to entertam high- 
er views, 

As I believe that no periodical work is 

generally adopted in Book-Societies of 
fvery defeription as the Monthly Maga- 
zine, T copfider it the mott proper vehicle 
through which to circulate this enquiry. 

me of the intelligent members of thofe 
: sties may be induced, not only to fend 
, you a copy of the regulations which 
ty have found by experience to reconcile 
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every jarring intereit, but they may alfo 
perhaps, add fuch practical obfervatians 
as aie applicable to the formation of new 
focieties, in all the variety of circum. 
{tance in which they may arte, 

I am co.vinced that if the fuccefful 
plans of various Book-Societies were ex- 
hibited to the public, through the medi- 
um of your widely circulated Miicellany, 
they would not only inftrué and direét 
me and my neighbours in the formation 
of the fociety which we have contem- 
plated, but the . Monthly Magazine 
would, in that way, be the means of giv. 
ing exiltence to innumerable other literacy 
and reading inftitutions, in every part of 
the United Kingdom. 

The obligations of the public would 
thus be encreafed towards a work avhich 
has been fo long confpicuous for its utility, 
and which will doubtlefs long continue to 
be the focus of communication amo 
the lovers of truth, fcience, and litera- 
ture.

WAS highly gratified by an article in 
your jait number with the ignature of 


_Mr. Pytches, member for Sudbury, an- 


nouncing the writer to have been * f/- 
teen years engaged in the compilation of 
a New Dictionary of the Englifh Lan- 
guage,” and explaining a few of the pe- 
culiarities which the plan of bis under- 
taking willembrace. Ic is to be regretted 
that that gentleman has not entered a lit- 
tle more detailedly into his defign, but I 
fhali beg leave to trouble you with Mort 
remarks on forme of the heads which he 
has touched upon. 

Wich regard to the final & after ¢, which 
has long been a moot point in orthogeaphy, 
I confe:s that the cafe has, in its merit, 
always appeared to me to be the mof fimple 
in the world. In polvfyliables, doublirg a 
confonant is the effettual way o! throw. 
ing the accent upon the preceding vowel ; 
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and ‘it is upon this principle that we write 
¢¢ offered” and ‘‘ referred,” profited’ and. 
*¢ omifted,”’ with a vat number of other 
words. It is curious that C, having the 
very form of an ancient Greek figma, ever 
came to be appropriated to the expreffion 
of the fame found as K; but as this is 
the cafe at prefent, it feems to be fre- 
quentiy (and pethaps, from the fuperior 
elegance and lightne‘s of its fhape, juftly) 
preferred for that purpofe. Now when 
the lait fyllable is unxaccented, only one 
final confonant is required ; and the c is 
taken : both ¢ and & being adopted in mono- 
fyllables.* In final variations cr additions 
however, beginning with a vowel before 
which ¢ would regularly have the found of 
$, kis properly interpofed; as in ** phyfick- 
ed :”’ except when 5 is the found wanted, as 
in * phyfician 5° and any fuch refource be- 
ing of courfe unneceflary with thofe vowels 
upon which ¢ has alone the force of &, as 
in ‘* phyfical."’ Yet though c»may be 
eligibly preterred to & when the matter is 
indifferent, the ule of it in §* {ceptic’” 
feems contrary to al! analogy of pronun- 
Ciation, 

This then appears the ground of deter- 
mination ; that (generally fpeaking) an 
accented fyllable requires a double, and 
an unaccented a fingle confonant : which 
will help us likewife in deciding on the 
fecond clafs of words mentioned by Mr. 
Pytches in the fame paragraph. Etymo- 
logy here is not the paramcunt guide ; 
we muft confult the genius of our own 
language, for the benefit of thofe who 
know no other. Let us give therefore, 
as in the former cafe, a double confonant 
to foort monofyllables, as ** edge 3+ 
and to accented fyllables, as * alledge, 
pidgeon;”” and a fingle one to unaccented 
fyllables, as ‘* college, knowlege.” 

Attention to pronunciation, and to the 
divifion of fy!lables, would alone be fuffi- 
cient to make the elifion very improper 
in “* chargeable, manageable,”’ &c. ; and 
perfpicuity requires it to be avoided in 
** fingeing,”’ the participle of *¢ finge.”” 

In fubje&s of this nature, as well as in 
-a thoufand others, a fimplification of prin- 
ciples will extricate us from many embar- 
raflments. Thus an application of the 
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rule above-ftated, of fingle 

unaccented and double for pee ery 
bies, would lead us to write « bri , 
“ar — handful, foretell, ai: 

I am afraid that It 1S my own fanlt ig 
not very clearly perceiving whether \y, 
Pytches intends, in any cale, to give th 
detailed pronunciation, 1 fhal] {peak oa 
this fubject below. 

Much certainly remains to be done 
lexicography, even after the labours Ct 
Johnfon. His definitions, and fomeins 
his etymologies, are ridiculous ; and tly 
former are often made the vehicles of hy 
abiurd or odious prejudices, attachmen's, 
and antipathies. I was fomewhat (urprid 
lately to find « laudanum” ftated by tin 
to be ** a cant word, trom lauds, Latin.” 
I do not know its dérivation, but I dou: 
this aflertion—His flating “ due” tobe 
the ‘* participle of owe,” feems allo 
firarigely uncouth. This reminds ox 
of the ftanding joke at fchool: “ How 
is fui formed from /um ?—By charging 


fum ito fui.” To tay that “due” bu 


the exact fenfe appropriate to a regulsr 
participle of ** owe,” may be reatonabe; 
but to give it as the actual participle it 
felf, is quite another affair.*—In his oe- 
finitions, any perfon looking for inform 
tion will fometimes find only * confulicn 
worfe confounded :"? thus his explaratus 
of ** network” (“any thing reticulited 
or decuffated at equal diftances, with ine 
terftices between the interfections”) his 
long been laughed at; as his definitions 
of ** patriot, penfioner, whig,” and fome 
others, have been detefted. In additia 
to thefe, his petty partialities and averiions 
are occafionally expreffed to the exclutien 
of every thing rational: thus “ club , 
defined * an aflembly of good fellow 
meeting under certain conditions, and 
‘ foxhunter, a man whole cbi¢/ ambition 
is to /how his bravery in bunting foxes; 
while, with ofentatious humility, he gives 
‘‘ lexicographer” as ‘a barmle/s ome 
that bufies himfelf in tracing the origicsy 
and detailing the fignification of + ol 
On thefe grounds, Sir, much goo! 4 
be confidently anticipated from the ci 
cumftance of a gentleman of learning

was, nor even perhaps thought of till brovg 
forward by Jehnfon. of 
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of independant fortune having devoted 
fo great a portion of his life to the fludy 
and illuftration of the ftructure of our 
language 3 and rhis confidence derives con. 
fderable increafe trom the liberal mode in 
which he intends to publihh the refult of 
his labours. Lexicography, efpecialiv on 
the enlarged fcale which Mr. Pytches pro- 
poles, is perhaps a fubject on which it 
nay be faid more truly than on any other 
(in the words of Junius), “every man 
can contribute fomething to the common 
flock, and no man’s contribution fhould 
he rejeéted.”” IT fomerimes dabble a lirtle 
in the interior departments of philology 
mvfelf; aod the reception with which you 
have occafionally honoured my trifles, has 
induced me to venture the above obf-rv- 
gtons. In atdition to thele, the candid 
and conde(cending manner in which Mr, 
Pytches invites Communications of every 
nature ov the fubjeét of his plan, encou- 
ragestne further to fubmit to chat gentle. 
man’s conlideration the following exten. 
fons of it. I am confcious trat, from 
the long period waich its formation and 
execution have occupied (fo far exceeving 
the “* nonum prematur in annum ot Ho- 
race), it mignt appear abiuid to fugeett 
any thing radical in this refpeét; buc the 
objects which I have in view are of com- 
paratively humble confiteiation, requiring 
little more than the maaual labour of briet 
inferiions. , 

So much has been Istely cone in the way 
cf pronouncing-dictionaries, and in pro- 
jects for reducing the founds of our words 
toa perfect graphic delineation, thar per- 
hans a ditionary of magnitude can hardiy 
any longer be confidered as comple:e with. 
out embracing in its {cope fomething of 
this kind. This fhould be done, ot courte, 
Without atall entering into detailed flate- 
ments on the fubjectt uncer porticular 
Words, as in Walker’s--dictianary ; . but 
merely by giving each properly charac- 
teriied, adding alfo fuch varied or doubt. 
ful initances as might feem worthy of that 
nouce.s Thefe pronunciations might be 
introduced rather as a regifter of the ge- 
neral ufage at the time when the Distionary 
*ppeared, than as a dogmatical ftandard: 
which poffibly is almoft all that can be 
tritly accomplifhed even by the defini- 
Hons, in either this or any other under 
faking of the fame nature; for I fui pect 
that words are continually, thengh unper- 
“edly, tending to vanations in both 
ae ound and taeir meaning. I troubled 
om a thort time fince with a tcheme of the 
“Wess which could perhaps be found 
“stul in forming a more fimplified claiii- 
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fication of them in fuch a view, than has 
hitherto been adopted; * and I have in con- 
templation fomething of the fame fort 
with refpe& to the confonants, which I 
fhail fubmit to you at a future day. 
Much, I thirk, might be done toward 
repreienting the pronunciation, by merely 
an appropriate divill n of toe fyilables in 
that view; thus, after obfirwing (as I 
have exorefled on another oceriion) + hat 
** unaccenred tyllables are only diminu- 
tives of accented ones,’ it feems to me 
that nething more would be neceffary in 
the f. JI wine two words for inftance, than 
to make the divifiow and place the accent: 
“tep’-ar-ate, arc’-hit-c&t.” 

The other point which I have to take the 
libcety of furgettine te Mi. Pytches, is of 
not quite fo cafy ex lansion ~ Te unay be 
itated as follows. Johnion ditinenithes the 
different fignifications of exch word by the 
numbers 1, 2, 3, &-. :—sow tothe word 
that is uled tor defining another, it might 
be ufeful to add a numerical ref rence, 
pointing out which of irs fenles the ex- 
pianatory word isto be taken in. I do 
not iay that this would always be impor- 
tant, nor always of much apparent ui ity 5 
but this is equally trae with refpect to 
the definitions themfe'ves of a vatt nom- 
ber of words, which, being the fimoleft 
that are applied to their refpective figni- 
fications, fe:ve more to perplex the lexi- 
cographer than to aihift hisve ders: ver it 
might g:ve an air ot method, and occa-

I merely 
ftate the hint; in what extent it thould be 
applied, is matter for future confideration: 
perhaps only the principal explanatory 
word of each definition would be the ob- 
ject of it. Twili jutt give one or two in- 
ftances at random.—*‘* Affectionate” is, in 
its third fenie, defined by * tender :*? now 
on turning to ‘ tender’’ it will be feen, 
that its fifth fenie alone (namely, * com- 

affionate, anxious for another’s good”’) 
is referable to the purpofe of fuch an ex- 
planation ; after ** tender” therefore, in 
the third definition of ‘* affectionate,’’ I 
would infert in a parenthefis the figure 
*©(5).°° In the fame manner * tender,”’ 
in its third fenfe, is defined by ** emafcu- 
late’ as the participle of * to emafculate ;” 
which, as will be feen on referring to this 
latter word, is applicable in only its /econd 
fenfe (‘* to effeminate, to weaken, to vi- 
tiate by unmanly foftnefs”) to fuch a de- 
finition: after ** emafculate’’ therefore, 
in the third definition of * tender,” I 
would add ** (2).""  Soalfo ‘ comfort,” 
in its firft explanation, is defined (among 
other words) by ‘ countenance ;*’ under 
which woid it may be feen that its Axth 
fenfe alone (‘* patronage, appearance of 
favour, appearance on any fide, fuppoit”’) 
is applicable for that purpofe: after the 
word ‘* countenance” therefore, in the 
firt definition of ** comfort,” I would in- 
fert ‘* (6).°* I repeat that I give this as 
only a hint, but am firmly convinced of 
the utility of its judicious executiorf.* 

One word more, Sir, and I will clo 
this letter. If Mr. Pytches has acce(s to 
the volumes of your Magazine, I would 
beg leave to reter him to vo]. 16, page 
stg (in the Number publifhed January 
ft, 1804), fora thort article under my 
ufual fignature of ©, in which J took 
fome pains on a mathematical expofition 
of a phrafe which Johnion has left in his 
ufual flovenly negleét.

Croft announced, that in 1793 he had).

found words, not noticed by Dr, Jobniop 
Mr. Booth’s Introduétion to an Amilytica! 
Dictionary is about to encounter hatiowal 
criticiim. Your Magazine (vol. yi, ~ 
3%5) proclaims the fimilar enterprize of 
Mr. Pytches. 

Whether all thefe gentlemen will do 
well to re- publith the entire Diétionary of 
Jobnion, with citin& variations and in. 
terpolations; er whcther the moiet a- 
ample of Mr. Mafon, in provid.ng only a 
fupplement to Johnfon, ought not rather 
to be followed, may contentedly be left to 
the decifion of the bookiellers, Johnion’s 
Dictionary is fo univerfally ftationed in 
our libraries, that a comprehenfive fupple- 
ment will probably be found more mir. 
ketable than a revifed edition, Jobnion’s 
is a dictionary of fine verbiage merely; 
the technical language of common life is 
too {paringly recorded, and the nove) no- 
menciature of {cience is wholly to incor- 
porate.

(2) To 
the argument from etymology may be 
added an argument from the general ufage 
of Europe : all the nations {peaking gothic 
dialeCts borrow their words directly from 
the Greek, and not through the medium 
of a Latin tranflation of fuch words; 
thus mufik, critik, mathematik, loyik, are 
words common to 2’. the Gothic nations: 
—why fhould Biitain depart from the fa- 
Diiv-rule ? 
ment trom univerfal grammar: the ¢ is 
fo vitious a letter, that it impedes and 
po'tpones the acquifition of the art of read. 
og more than any other in the alphabet. 
It ftands fometimes for s, as in rice, 
price, chaife; fometimes tor ¢s, as in 
rich, much, cherry ; fometimes for &, as 
in card, cenotaph, canobite, chimera, 
ccemyiry, cold, cucumber.

V. Mr. Pytches talks of including 
Compound epithets, fuch as giddy beaded, 
tafle pleafing, fua-r Pfing 5 and of ex- 
cluding the compounds tormed by means 
of the adjectives awell and ill, There is 
no grouni afligned for this diftin€tion. 
Well-pleafing miy be a filly vleonafm, 
but it is a compound epithet ; il-favoured 
may be a bull, but it is a compound epi- 
thet. Ail compound epithets are fuper- 
fluogs in a diGionary ; they increafe ite 
bulk, not i's explanatory value. 

VI. Mr. Pytches undertakes to retrieve 
many eminently uleful words. Among 
thefe he reckons to /olute. The Latin in- 
finitive folvere has folatus for its particie 
ple: we may fay fo folve, and, if we want 
the participial adjeclive, we may fay the 
Solute {alt or the folved falt fulpended in 
fea-water ; but we cannot fay to /olutes 
this would be like faying to mijlaten, for 
to miflake. He who fancies that etymo- 
logy depends on conjecture, mui net 
ftrive to appretiate the purity of words, 

VII. Mr. Pytches fays that many of 
the antique words of Chiucer will be ad- 
mitted into his dictionary. Is an:ique. 
nefs to contiitute the claim to a/mfhoa ? 
If fo, he undertakes borh a glollary and 
a di®ionary. Is the repetition of thele 
words hy Spenfer and Mitton to conflitute 
the claim to admiffion? It fo, at was 
needlefs to notice the auth rity of Chau. 
cer, which is to weigh as nochng. He 
further favs, that many of the novel 
words of Dr. Jounfon will be omitted ia 
this dictionary. Be it f. But he ought 
not to emtnerate, among words that have 
“ reither the prefciiption of any age, sor 
cf any author, no\ of any language,” 
obambulation,  claadicate, collineatioa, 
which are needicis, but not impure, 
words. 

The lare De. Geddes left an interleaved 
copy vf jobnion’s Dictionary, os which 
he had intested in their proper places tuch 
omitted words, chiefly gicaned fr m the 
orie stal travellers, as bes peculiar line of 
ftudy led him progreflive.y to collect. 
Who pofleffes this valua le fupplemesrary 
matter? Will Mr. Pytc'res be iss ed. cP?

There 
are many little anecdotes which tell well 
enough in converlation, but would be 
tirefome for you to read or me to write, 
fo fhall pafs then over. I had formerly 
feveral {craps of his poetry, which were 
fuddenly wiitten on particular cecafions. 
Thete I lent among our accunintance, 
who were never civil erougs to return 
them; and being then engazed in ex’en- 
five bufinefs, I forgor to afk for them, 
and they are loft: aj! I nave remaining of 
his are about tweety lines, which would 
require a little hutory to be underftood, 
being written on trifling fubjeéis. [hove 
a few of his letters, the fubjects of which 
are chiefly on bufinefs ; but I turk there 
are in them fome flights which ftrongly 
mark his charaéter, for which reaton I 
preferved them. There are fo few ot h's 
intimates now living, that I believe Tam 
the only one who can give a true account 
of Ins family and connections. The 
principal part of what I write is from my 
own knowledge, or what I have heard 
from his neareit relations. 

‘* His father was not the manufaurer 
of hats, but the vender. He lived ina gen- 
teel ftyle at Chichetter, and, I think, filled 
the office of mayor more than once; he 
Was pompous in his manner, but at his 
death he left his affairs rather embarrafled. 
Colonel Maryn, his wife’s brother, gveat- 
ly affifted his family, and fupported Mr. 
William Collins at the Univeriity, where 
he ftood for a tellowthip, which: to his 
great mortification he loft, and which was 
his reafon for quitting that place, at leat 
that was his pretext. But he had other 
reafons: he was in arrears to hs book- 
feller, his tailor, and other tradefmen. 
But, I believe, a defire to partake of the 
diffipation and gaiety of London was his 
principal motive, Colonel Martyn was at

this time with his regiment ; and M- 
Payne, a mear relation, who had hin 
nagemen: of the Colonel's affairs, had liks, 
wife a commiffion to fupply the Collin 
with fmail fums of money.

On the fcale for peace, 
the rate of difference upon great incomes 
would, inmy idea, be not near fo {trong ; 
but in war, and fiich a war, and originat- 
ing as this did, I cannot fee that the dif- 
tinctions and comforts of elevated rank 
are fo great an obj é& as the neceflary com. 
fort of all ranks; nor that it is any ho- 
nourable diftinction, or aught to be any 
comfort, to elevated rank and opulence, to 
bear no more proportion of fuch great bur- 
then than perlons of the fmailett fortune : 
though the tax may crufh the one, and 
not even (uperficially graze the other. I 
cannot think (and would hardly believe it 
to be the language of a m:n of great ex-

NEGLECTED BIOGRAPHY. 
WARTIN BENSON, BISHOP OF GLOU- 
CESTcR. 

TN the Moethly Magazine, vol. xii., p. 
ut o6, is inferted an epitaph on B.thop 
Renijun’s monument in Gloucetter cathe. 
dral, with an inquiry after particulars of 
that pious prelate. In aniwer to that in- 
-yiry the following briet fketch 1s commu- 
nicated. 

Martin Benfon was educated at Weft. 
sinter fehool, whence he wag cle&- 
ed to Chrift Chureh, Oxford, of which 
colleve he became fiudent, and took there 
his degrees in arts. After h:s entering 
into holy orders, ke attended Lord Pom. 
freton his travels as his tutor. On his 
retura he was appointed chaplain to King 
George II, and preferred to a prebendal 
ftall in the cathedral of Salifbury, the arch. 
deaconry of Berks. and the rectory of 
Bleachley, in Buckinghamfhire. After 
wards he obtained a prebend in Durham 
cathedral. When the King vifited the 
Univerfity of Can.bridze, in 1730, Mr. 
Benfon was created doétor in divinity. 
By the interet of Theophilus Earl of 
Huntingdon, to whom he had been tutor, 
he was advanced to the bifhopric of Glou- 
celer, and confecrated Jan. 19, 1734, be- 
ing permitted to hold his prebend of Dur- 
ham in commendam. He died Augutt 
30, 1752. Bithop Benfon was aman of 
contiderable abilities and unaffected piety. 
Hearne of the ferious tuin of George 
Whificld, he took notice of him, and 
ordained hin at Gloucefter ; but he was 
atterwaids lorry enough for what he had 
dine.* The Bthop has in print a Sermon 
onthe tiorticth of January, preached be- 
lure the Houle of Lords. 

ABRAHAM FLETCHER. 

At Lisle Broughton;-in Cumberland; 
was born, in 1734, Abraham Fletcher, a 
eli-taught mathemacician of confiderrble 
merit. His father was a tobacco pipe 
maker, and had alf> a fmall ettate, on 
. ich, with his trade, he was barely er. 
avied to live, and bring up his family, 
Without their becoming burthenfome to 
se parnfh. It is not certain that his fon 
brabam was ever fent to any tcheol. 
We mention it only onthe authority of

* The proprietor of the Monthly Maga- 
A013 in poilediion of the original corre{pond- 
face of Benfon and Whitte!d, whith he in- 
tends at an early period to infert in this Mil- 
ef, any 
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common report, that, very early ia fife, 
before he was able to do any work, his 
parents «nce {pared him for three weeks, 
to attend a fchool in the village, where 
youth were taught at the rate of a thillin 

for the quarter. If this reput be well. 
founded, all the education he ever bad 
that was paid for coft three pence. By 
fome means or other, however, he learned 
to read; and before he had arrived to 
manhood, he had allo learned to write, 
Wirth thele humble atrainments to fet out 


- with, it does him infinite honour, that at 


length, by dint of induftry alone, Abra. 
ham Fletcher became a man of fcience 
and a man of learning. He was of a 
thinking, inquifiive mind ; and having 
taught himéelt arithmetic, in preference 
to any other fcience, only becauie he met 
with a book of arithmetic and no other, 
for the fame reafon he applied himfelf to 
mathematical inveltigarions. Whatever 
he attempted, he attempted with alli his 
might, and puorfved with unwearied dili 

gence. In the day-time he was emph yed 
in hufbandry, or in making pipes ; and 
at night eagerly betook himtelt to wok 
the thecrems (which word he long vied to 
pronounce the-cr-ems,) on which, duing 
the day, he had been intenfely rum nat- 
ing. Often has he fate up all night, de- 
lineating diagrams, to the ferious grief of 
his parents, who confidered only the ap- 
parent unprofitablenefs of fuch puriurts, 
and the certain lots of the Jump cr two of 
cannel coal incurred by his lucubrations, 
Hardly ever, even in the fubdfequent and 
more profperous periods of his hfe, did 
he alpire to any thing beyond a ruth. 
light. The parents, comtented in their 
ignorance, felt no ambition to have their 
jon pals through lite otherwife than they 
had done, in the midit of bard work and 


hard fare ; and as his midnight fhudies 


and abltra&tedrels of mid tikemed not to 
them likely to qualify him either to work 
more or to eat lefs, they thought it their 
duty, and for his intereft, to difcounte- 
nance ard dilcourage his paflion for the- 
srems : his books and his flate were hid, 
and be was double-tafked with labour, It 
wis this poor man’s fate to begin and 
continue through lite his purfuit ater 
knowledge under almot every potiible dil 
advantage : yet difficulties and difcou- 
ragemcents fceaned but co sncreale his ar- 
dour. We remenider his relatng, many 
years ago, with vait feit-compla ence ar! 
latisfaétion, a device he had foun:s, | 


which he flarered hiniielf he shou!) ‘ 
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permitted to ftick to his ftudies without 
interruption, at his few intervals of lei- 
fure. He marricd eariy ; and his wife, 
adopting the opiniors and maxims of his 
parents, was no friend to ttudies which 
appeared to her little likely to lead to any 
thing that might help to feed and clothe 
themicives or their children, Over his 
houle of one room there was a kind of 
loft, or boarded floor, (in Cumberland 
called abauks,) which, however, had nei- 
ther a door, window, nor itairs. Hither, 
by means of a fingle rope, which he al- 
ways drew up after him, he mounted, 
with his book and flaie: and here he went 
through Euclid. We are conicio.s our 
anecdote is but fimple; yet it is not infig- 
nificant, 

At about the age of thirty even his wife 
began to be perfuaded that learning, ac- 
cording to the old faying, may fometimes 
be a fubfitute for houfe and land, and the 
coniented to his reli quifhing his manual 
labours, and to fet up as a fchoolmatter. 
For feveral years he was a teacher of ma- 
thematics of confiderable reputation, and 
many re(pectable young men were his pu- 
Sull puriuing knowledge wherever 

nowledge was to be found, Abraham 
Fletcher became a botanilt as well as a 
mathematician: but he ftudied the pro- 
perties rather thin the claffification of 
plants, and made maoy experiments to 
aicertain their medical virtues. Few men, 
it is beiieved, have lately made a greater 

rofciency than he did in this (now per- 

aps too much neglected) department of 
fcience ; and ne was foon qualified to 
commence doctor, as well as {choolmatter, 
It istrue, inceed, he practifed chiefly, if 
not folely, with decottions, or diet-drinks ; 
yet with thefe he either did perform, or 
got the repucation of performing, many 
extraordinary cures : and he had no {mail 
prastice, 

To regularly-bred phyficians many of 
his noitrums, if they knew them, we are 
aware, would appesr timple and infignifi- 
cant. Charlevoix, we remember, in his 
Hiftory of Canada, {peaking of tome na- 
tion of Indians, naturally mentions their 
difeafes, and their mcdes of cure, which, 
like Mr, Fletcher's, were attempted prin. 
Cipally, if not wholly, by fimple prepara. 
trons of plants: and he adds on the occa- 
fon, ‘* All this I know will appear per- 
tectly ridiculous to the ‘aculty in Europe : 
but they may permit me to make one ob- 
fervation only on the (ubjea, not undeferv- 
ing of their attention ; which is, that thele 
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Pow pee: of Canada perfo 
ny and as dithcult cures ag are, 

by all the medical fcience of a 
_ Dr. Fletcher (if we may be permitied 
to digoity him,) was Particularly tamed 
for his kill and fuccefs in hy pochondriacs 
cafes ; and had he been as able to delcribe 
as he was to relieve and to cure (uch cafes, 
many things in this way are known 
have occurred in the courte of his pra. 
tice to which even the moft learned might 
have attended with advantage, 

If our objeé in this humble biographi. 
cal fketch was only to write an culogs, 
we fhould fuppreis a circumftance in tr 
character of Abraham Fletcher, wheh 
Dr. Johnfon, in his Life of Dryden, tas 
taught us is little likely to * do him ho. 
nour in the prefent age."” Like Dryden, 
like Mr. John Henderfon, of Pembroke 
College, Oxford, and like many other 
eminent men of unqueftionable abilitus 
and talents, Fletcher put great confidence 
in the prognoftications of judicial aftrolo. 
gy ; and whatis more extraordinary, ma- 
ny of his predi&tions were wonderluily 
fulfilled ! In the margin of a book be- 
longing to him, filled with aftronomical 
calculations, an entry was alfo made ct 
the planets’ places in the zodiac at the 
birth of Abraham Fletcher, of Little 
Broughton ; to which one George Bell, of 
Cockermouth, added the following obter- 
vations ; — ** This gives, in fine, 73 
years and s5 days. Near this period a 
bad direétion ; it brings Saiurnine grief 
efpecially fuch as proceed from cold, dry, 
and phlegmatic caufes ; and if Saturn be 
Aureta, it threateneth death.’” However 
unaccountable it may feem, certain I's 
that Dr. Fletcher died ju‘t when he had 
reached 78 years and 7! days. leu

Whoever has read the Life of Paf. 
cal, as written by his hiter, Madame Pe. 
rier, wil recollect many particulars in it 
not unlike fomething here related ot Abra- 
him Fletcher. They were both of them 
ditinguithed in their refpeétive ages and 
countr.es for uncommon knowledge ; and 
the creat feeret by which they acquired fo 
much knowledge was, that they were ne- 
yer idle. 

It was much to Mr. Fletcher's credit, 
that, with all his attention to mere intel- 
le&ual attainments, he never was inatten- 
tive to tho‘e duties which prudence had 
annexed to his (tation in life. He was not 
only a pattern of induftry, but a pattern 
of econ my, two virtues which have been 
well called the handmaids of Fortune ; 
and hence he was enabled to leave to his 
large family not lefs than four thoufand 
pounds, three ‘houfand of which were of 
hisown earning. By his wife Mary he 
had iflue two (ons and eight daughters, of 
whom only four of the latter are now liv- 
ing. He died on the sft of January, 
1793, aged, as is above ftated, very near- 
ly 78 years and a quarter. 

The above intereitinz and very intruc- 
tive memoir was writien by the late wor- 
thy and learned Rev. Jonathan Boucher, 
vicar of Epfom; and to what he has re- 
lated of Mr. Fletcher, it ought to added, 
that this felf-taught genius was the author 
of an excellent compendium of praétical 
mithematics, in one large volume octavo, 
under the title of The Univerfal Meaturer. 
It is, I believe, now out of print, and ve- 
ty {carce, but is well worthy of being re- 
publithed for the ule of tyros in mathema- 
tical ttudies.

They beg'n to repair this injury, etpecial. 
ly at Bern and a Hamburg, where there 
are miny Jewefles whoie education has 
been concucted wih the greatett care, and 
who are diftinguifhed by a union of vire 
tue and learomg. In Michael Berr’s 
** Appeal to the Juftice of Nations,"’ there 
are fome curious votes relative to this fub- 
jeét. 

Some enlightened Jews do not approve 
of having (cncols exclufively appropriated 
to the chi'dren of their nation. It would 
und ubtedly be a powerful means towards 
effecting a complete political union, if 
they all frequented the fchools and uni- 
vertities of the Chriftians ; but the pre- 
judices of the latter, by reje€ting them, 
or at leatt attaching a kind of ftig. 
mato Judailm, induced them ‘o eftablith 
feparate {chools in different towns and ci. 
ties of Germany,—at Nuremberg, Furth, 
Breflau, Konigherg, &c. They have 
likewile fuch {chools at Berlin, Frankfurt. 
on-the-Mayne, Deffau, Seezen, in parti- 
cular for the education of poor children, 
They are almoft ail {upported by volun. 
tary contributions. The Regulati ns of 
théfe fchools, and feveral elementary 
works exprefsly written for their ufe, 
have been printed. At Frankfurt-on- 
the- Mayne, M. Giefenheimer, uniting 
mufic with poetry, has printed for the 
fcholars a collection of pieces in every 
way calculated to in/pire virtuous fenti- 
ments. 

In 1795 4 fociety of Jews, for the moft 
part young men, founded at Deffau a fe- 
parate {chocl tor the children of their na- 
had to contend againit a 
multitude of obftacies; but the protection 
of the Govesnment, which approved of 
the Aatutes ot that {chool, the duccels at- 
tending their mode of initruction, and 
the , ublic and felemn examinations, cauled 
the eftablifiment to proiper. The founders 
addrefled themfelves to the benevolence 
of perfons in eafy circumftances, and 
received abundant fuccours, by means 
of which they were enabled to enlarge 
their plan. hey have accordingly in. 
crealed the number of the matters, and 
they ave now preparing a fit place for the 
library. The pupils, whole number 
amounts to about one hundred, are under 
the direétion of M. Frankel; and a better 
choice could not well have been made.—

He is affifted by profeffors worthy of him ; 
among others, by the modeft Tillich. In 
this fchool they follow the method of 
Peftalozzi, M. Olivier, formerly a col- 
league of Bafedow, and who has given us 
a learned Analyfis of the fyltem of lan- 
guages, and of the manner of teaching 
them. 

At Seezen, a town fituate between 
Brunfwick and Gottingen, a college was 
founded in 1801 for the children of the 
Jews, by M. Jacobfohn, who fills a high 
office in the fervice of the Duke of Brunt- 
wick, and enjoys the efteem of all ranks. 
He confided the direStion of it toa man of 
learning and zeal, M. Schottlander, coun- 
fellor to the Landgrave of Hefle-Darm- 
ftadt, who is engaged in writing a Hiltory 
of his Nation. ‘There are ten profeffors, 
although the number of ittudents does not 
yet amount to more than fifty ; but it 
daily ivcreafes, The arrangement of the 
building and the adminittration of the 
eftablifhment may ferve as tnodels. There, 
as well as at D<flau, the children are dif 
tinguiflred by neatnels and cleaniinels, by 
good order, and an air of health and con. 
tent. The poor are admitted gratis, and 
the others pay in proportion to their abi- 
lity. They are taught the German, 
French, Hebrew, and Latin languages, 
geography, hiftory, declamation, natural 
hutory, mathematics, technology, &c.— 
At Seezen they add to the above the 
Greek language and mufic ; and it 1s in- 
tended foon to eltablifh a tchool of induf- 
try. Each ftludent has a tmall plot of 
ground allotted to him, which he cuiti- 
vates with his own hands ; and it is part 
of the plan of this fchool to wean them 
from commerce, the ipirit of which is fo 
deeply rooted among the Jews. 

They communicate to the pupils here 
the elements of fach knowledge as is ne- 
ceflary for every @ation in Ife, and the 
acquitition of which prepares the wy for 
the development of the greateit talents, 
it they happen to be endowed there «ith. 
I have admired the tacility with which 
converfation was carried on between the 
protefiors and fome of the pupils, though 
very young, inthe French and Latin lan- 
guages, and on various objects of inflruc. 
tion. I have likewife feen them, during 
their hours of recreation, jolve very com- 
plicated arithmetical problems, and make 
mathematical demonfirations. Thote de. 
tails futhciently evivce the capacity and 
diligence of the pupils, who are al} Jews, 
and of the profeifors, fome of whom are 

Jews, and fome Chriftians, and who live 
mou amicably together, Wih re!pedt to 
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fuch of the pupils as, from the infericg 
of their talents, are rendered unfit fog , 
purtuits of literature and the fcieng re 
Duke of Biunfwick has lately — the 
wile ‘Mmeafures to facilitate to os 
learning, and to enfure to them the = 
exercife, of arts and handicrafis. 

On the front of the new lynagogue fy 
the College of Seezen it is Propoled to hay

Chriftians and Jews that they workhip tx 
fame God. i. 

Belides the afcetical books with whic) 
they are provided, M. Schottlander hes 
compiled for the ule of the ftudents a Cy). 
leftion of Poems and Moral Precepss 
taken from various authors. The Ty. 
mud, among other wo:ks, has been put 
under contribution for this purpole. MM, 
Schottlaader has iniferted in his book Mai. 
monides’s Thirteen Fundamental Laws ¢/ 
the Jewifli Faith ; a thort and well-written 
Hiltory of the Hebrew Language ; tie 
fecond canto of the Moyhade, an epic p». 
em by Hartwig Vezelize, a Ribbin, lacy 
decealed at Hamburg; and other iu- 
ftructive and interefting pieces. 

In Germany the molt happy effeds are 
expected to refult from thet: ichools of tre 
Jews. They are unwcaried in their e:- 
deavour to merit admiffion to a full par 
ticipation of all civil rights. This lis 
been granted them already in France.— 
But on the other fide of the Rhine they 
have not been able to obtais the object ¢ 
their wifhes, notwithitanding the efforts ot 
the learned and reipectable M. Dohm. 

There icems to be, however, a gradual 
approximation towards a better oer 
things. Already, through the zeal ol 
Melis. Jacobfohin and Breitenbach, twen- 
ty-lix German princes have repaired in 
outrage done to humanity, by abollh- 
ing that infamous toll which put the 
Jews upon a level with cloven- footed 
animals. 

In a German fate on the right bank of 
the Rhine, the Government had been he- 
fitating about the {uppreffion of this vt 
and even pretended to fubject to ¥ is 
Jews dwelling on the left fide. But ts 
determination was {oon changed, yan 
they were informed cf the fpirited fed 
duct of M. Jambon St. André, the prete 
of Mont Tonnere, who propoled, by “id 
of reprifal, that the fubjeats of the {,) 
man Prince (the Jews only gy tf 
fhould be obliged to psy the fane™ 
when they entered France. 5 

Witi it be believed, that 19 - a 
century there exilts 4 republ:c where P he 
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lic opinion has fo Migmatized the Jews, 
rhat they dare not, uncer pain of being 
‘afulted, enter the wide alleys which terve 
ssapromenade to the Chriltians ; and yet 
e-ankturt-on-the Mayne is known to po!- 
els citizens ettimable in every refpect, and 
who no doubt will raife their voice for the 
purpoe of putting an end to this injuf- 
tice, lets dithonourable to thofe who fuffer 
+ than to thole who tolerate it, Will it 
he believed, that at Berlin, when a Jew 
has ieveral funs, he canoot marry more 
ehan one of them. For the mariage of 
the fecond he muit have permiffion from 
Government, the cbtaining of which, al- 
ways attended with expence, becomes pro- 
ciellively more difficult, if the application 
be abouta third or atourth. F.rinerly 
the bridegroom was obliged to purchafe a 
certain quantity ot faulty porcelain- ware 
of the royal manufact.ry. But let us 
Lope tiat the epoch approaches when ail 
the feparate Jexith communities will be 
‘bolithed ;—when civil toleration, expiat- 


ing the crimes of preceding generations, © 


will call mankind without dittin@ion to 
fulfil all the duties and enjoy all the rights 
of Citizens.

OBSERVATIONS made during a@ recent 
TOUR through the UNITED STATES 
of AMERICA, by MR. R. DINMORE, 
NO. IX. 
(Coutinued from p. 398 of our lof Number j 
~OMERSET, fituate on the Allegha- 
ny, 18 the capital of the county of that 
name. It was laid out about ten years 
beck, and now con ains about fixty houfes, 
many of which are well built, and fome 
handfmely. The land in the immediate 
Vicinity of this towa is good. We expr. 
renced a tevere bisck-firof onthe morr- 
ing of the 27th of April, and were inform. 
ed that no part of the year was free from 
fro. Town.lots of a quater of an acre 
e2ca fell for about four hundred dollars, 
and land in the neighbourhvod at ten dol- 
lars per acre. The trees, which, after 
leaving Bedtord, appeared ftunted, leafs 
lets, and covered with a long pray hairy 
mols, here refuned their vigorous form 
and complete foliage. On lerving Somer- 
e'y every ttep we unade introduced us into 
aiower altitude, a warmer climate, anda 
ficher ccurtry. We had now but two 
Otic Mountains to cro, the Laurel and 
one Chet ut, fo calied from ‘he reipective 
Plants Wkich nearly cover them. Hor- 
le is the road acrots the Laurel-juil ; 
acd not much betier that which leads 
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em, -d On a Comparatively level 
country, and intended to have flpe at 
Greenfburgh, the capital of Wettmore. 
land county. The whole extent of moun- 
tarnous country is fomewhat about 120 
miles. Phe importance of conreSin 
the eafern with the weftern fide of theie 
mountains, I may have occafion in fome 
future letter to enlargeupon, At prefene 
I thall only fay, that it is fully underftood 
by _ our legiflators, the Senate of the 
United States hiving agreed to and fert te 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives a bill for 
their aflent, appropriating fifty thoufand 
dollars for rendering good this mountain- 
roid. Obferve this appropriation is not 
effected by any increated taxation, but 
arifes out of monies in the public trea- 
fury. 

By fume accident we took a wrong 
courfe, and miffed Greenfburgh; and, as 
it was getting late and dark, were com- 
pelled to put-up at a team-houfe on the 
road’s-fide. It afforded but poor profpe& 
of comfort, The windows were mofly 
broken; few of the doors were fhut ; and 
the wind whiftled through the houle. On 
entering it we found it contained many 
articles of good, and even handfome fur- 
niture. We were prefeutly furnished with 
a brace of chicfens, ham, tea, coffee, and 
cyder. We had but indifferent beds, and 
were all crowded into one room, the door 
of which would not thut, and the frames 
only of the widows were entire. To this 
houfe were attached one hundred and fitty 
acres of good land, of which however only 
twenty-five were cleared. The whole 
was valued at 1700 dollars. 

As we were now but thirty miles from 
Pi:tfburg, we ftarted early, hoping to get 
thither by dinner, but again mifled our 


—poad, and wandered till noon before we 


difcovered a tavern, which happily proved 
avery good one, where we ipeedily forgot 
the fatigues of ‘he morning over a veal- 
cutlet and a bottle of Madeira. We paff- 
ed Turtle Creek, celebrated tor an action 
between. the Englith and the Indians in 
1754, and for the richnels of the adjacent 
foil. The following fa& will prove the 
rapid increa‘e of the value of land, when 
wellechofen, in this country: — A few 
years hack the Hon. Oliver Phelps, mem. 
ber of Congrefs for the ttateo! New York, 
fold a large traét_of land on this reek tor 
five doilars currency per acre : it 18 Row 
valued at ten du liars the acre. 

The land continved rich ull we got to 
Pit: fburg, About fevesn miles before we 


that town we topped to refreth our. 
aiid fie elves 
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felves and horfes, and found a perfon en- 
deavouring to purchafe a farm of about 
1600 acres, for which he offered fixteen 
dollars the acre: how much was cleared I 
could not learn. About two miles from 
Pittfburg we fuddenly defcended, after 
having enjoyed from the brow of the hill 
avery rich and romantic fcenery. The 
Alleghany flowing on the right of the 
road, and the Monongahala on the left, 
to their confluence, where they form the 
beautiful Ohio. The lands are extremely 
rich in the vicinity of Pittfburg, and are 
valued at ninety dollars per acre. But of 
Pitifourg at prefenc I fhall fay no more : 
its importance demands at leaft one entire 
letter. 

In this day’s journey we met fome of Mr. 
Trotter’s waggons, going to Philadelphia 
with fkins and dollars. ‘This gentleman 
lives at Lexington in Kentucky, and is 
afferted to be the greateft retailer in the 
United States. In May 1804 he fent to 
Philadelphia 34,000 dollars worth of wet 
deer-fkins. He goes thither twice a-year, 
and his cafh-payments are eftimated at 

8,000 dollars annually. He is faid to 

ave paid for the carriage of his goods in 
the {pring of 1804 between five and feven 
thoufand dollars, and employed thirty- 
eight Pennfylvania waggons, which will 
carry on an average from 28 to 34 cwt. 
each. Theteam-horfes of Pennlylvania 
are extremely good: they have ulually- 
five horfes to a waggon. They are of a 
breed between the Englifh hunter and 
cart-horfe, Two hundred and fifty of 
thefe waggons are faid to be conttantly on 
the road between Philadelphia and Pittf 
burg. They generally are twenty-one 
days on the road, and receive about 5 
doilars per cwt. It is computed that when 
the contemplated turnpike is finifhed, they 
will not be more than twelve days on the 
road, and carry for 34 dollars the ewt. ; 
befides the advantage which will thus be 
afforded of a double market for flour, 
aguas hemp, flax, butter, cheefe, &c.,

Thofe who know not this’ country 
would not believe me was I to mention 
the number of emigrants that annuail 
pafs through Pittfburg ; I thall therefore 
for the prefent only fay, that it forms a 
wonderful feature in the American cha- 
sacter. lt appears to me, however, that 
all European writers on this county 
write with a view to perfuade to, or dif- 
{uade tiom emigration. The faé@ is, the 
bale ot our population is now as large as 
we need with.” Increafe by foreign emi- 
g'ation cannot now be felt; yet witha 
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large and liberal policy we wel 
alien. And ifto live inter enn om 


anxious to do jultice and 
peace,—to be fubjeé to no Bad conn 
that of the majority,—to have the .

HISTORY of asTRONOMY /for 1805, 
by JEROME DE LALANDE. 


Ro two years no comets had been 
difeovered, notwithitanding the fre- 
quent fearch made for them. This year, 
eevee, has made amends, and turnifhed 
Wo, 

On the Morning of the 20th of OSto- 
ber, M. Bouvard difcovered one on the 
paws of the Great Bear ; it was {mall, 
without tail, nearly round, and f> faint 
that it could fearcely be ften with a 
night telefcope that magnifies five or fix 
times. At 4" 19’ in the morning it had 
166° 31! of right afcenfion, which I call 
*Quatude, and 33° 30’ of northern de- 
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clination. The fame night it was difco- 
vered by M. Pons at Marfeilles. We 
obierve in the journals that M. Huth, of 
Frankfort on the Oder, likewife faw it, 
Metirs. Bouvard and Arago obferved it 
with the large equatorial made this year 
by M. Bellet for the obfervatory : they 
followed as long as they could for the 
untavourable weather, M. Thulis ob- 
fe:ved it at Marfeilles till the 6th of No- 
vember. Meflis. Biot and Arago faund 
its elements as follow: Node 11° 15° 6°; 
inclination 11° 53’; perihelion 4* 28° 45°; 
diftance 0,3752; paflage 18th November, 
1" 8' 6"; mean time, dire’ movement. 
It is this comet that I call the 95th ac- 
cording to the catalogue of my altrono. 
my, which I have continued in feveral 
volumes of the Connaifance du Temps. 

The 96th comet was difcovered by 
M. Pons on the gth of November in 
Andromeda ; he was not quite fure of it 
till the roth. The fame day M. Thulis 
found it at 16° 38 of equatude, and at 
40° 43' of northern declination, and he 
continued his obfervation of it till the 
Sth of December. His excellency M. de 
Champagny, minifter of the interior, pre- 
fent-d M. Pons with a gratuity of 300 
livres in confideration of the four comets 
which he has difcovered. 

On the 14th of November, M. Bou- 
vard likewile perceived it and determined 
its pofition. It was very fmall, and very 
difficult to be perceived notwithitandin 
its nucleus. As foon as M. Burckhardt 
hid received three obiervations, he fent 
me, the fame day, the elements of the 
orbit. Thole who are acquainted with 
the difficul:y of this problem will be fur- 
prized at the promptitude of this able 
aftronomer; but this was only the fick 
eflay. M firs. Legendre, Bouvard, and 


- Biot, afterwards calculated it, and found 


the node $5 10! 32”, the inclination 15° 34's 
the perihelion 3¢ 19’ 26”, diflance 0,8916, 
the paffage on the 31ft of December, at 
S> direct movement. The 22d of No- 
vember it was likewife difcovered by 
M. Hu:zh at Franktort on the Oder. As 
it approacied the earth, it became more 
beautiful, and was feen by the naked eye 
on the sth of December in Pifces. M.de 
Flaugergues obferved it on the 7th ac 
Viviers ; but it proceeded rapidly towards 
the fouth, and the unfavourable weather 
prevented it from being again feen. “It 
was obferved however on the gth at 
Greenwich, and by Dr. Herichel art 
Slough. A circumftance of much greater 
importance in the hiltory of altronomy 18 
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the Mecanique Celcfle of M. de Laplace, 
which treats of the fatellites, the comets, 
the refraétions, the inequalities of Jupiter, 
Saturn, and the Moon, 2nd conta.ns on 
each fubjeét the uimoft efforts of theory, 
and the higheft degree of perfeétion. 
The author gives new refults relative to 
the maffes of the planets; and he has re- 
cevtly confirmed them by the calculation 
of an anciert Chinefe obfervation of the 
obliquity of the ecliptic made 1100 years 
before the vulgar era, which gives 23° 54, 
whereas he finds 52’ by his Theory, 
(tom. III. 1. VI. ch. 16); another, 100 
yeirs before our era, gives 22° 45’, 
whereas it is only 44’ by the Theory, 
which confirms the mafs of Venus imade 
ufe of by M. de Laplace, and the dimi- 
nution cf the obliquity of the ecliptic by 
g2” annually, though many obfcevations 
appeared to give only 36”. 

We have received the book which con- 
tains an account of the operations under- 
taken in Lapland, to determine an arc of 
the meridian, in 1802, by Mefirs. Ofver- 
bom, Swanberg, Holmquift, and Palan- 
ter, 196 pages, 8vo. They made ufe of 
‘n- new decimal meafures, as all thofe 
ought todo who take an intereft in the 
prog efs of reafon. 

The sefult, p. 187, is, that the degree, 
the middle of which falls at 66° 20’, is 
351,477,4¢ metres, Or 57,196,2 toifes; 
but to make this reduction, they have 
fuppofed the metre 44.3" 2,959, as did the 
¢ mmiffioners of weights and meafures in 
France; and for this purpofe they have 
taken the metre at the tyeezing point, and 
the toife at 13° of the thermometer of 
80%. In my opinion it is more natural 
to take them both at the mean tempera- 
ture which is 9§°. By the average of 
feveral years’ obiervativas, it is the zero 
of my new thermometer: it is therefore 
neceflary to take o! 064 from the metre, 
and add o'l 046 to the toile, according to 
the experiments made by Lavoifier, and 
in wh.ch I was concerned in 17825; and 
to make the following flatement: $62,954: 
448,362 :: 854", tothe metre. By this 
method it is found to be 443" 435, inftead 
of 296. It is by ti ts fandard that I thail 
regulate all the meafures of my attro- 
noiny, as I informed the Inftitu:e on the 
28th of Oober.

He hopes 
to fith in Provence the celeftial are be- 
tween the mountain of St. Victoire and 
the pillar of Ceite, for the degree of lon- 
gitule meafured in 1939, and of which 
coubts have always been entertained. 

At the ifland of Planer he took obfer- 
vatiors of the fouthernmof point of 
France. General Roy had formed fome 
doubts relutive to the longitude of Por- 
querolle, which M. de Zach has deter- 
mined. 

In the month of March there appeared 
on the fun a lerge fpot with two nuciel, 
which I cbferved at 9° north of the folar 
equatcr ; this ciffers but little from the 
beautifu! {pots which enabled me to de- 
termine the rotation of the fun in the 
Memoirs of the Academy for 1776, and 
which were at from 11? to 12°. This 
feems to confirm the difcovery which I 
then made, by proving that there are in 
the fun points at which large {pots are 
formed in preference; perhaps they are 
mountains which attraét and retain the 
feoria of this immenfe furnace. The pa- 
ralie] which is at 9° fouth of the equator 
abounds moft in large fpots. 

Thele {pots with two nuclei, which 
have appeared at different epochs (Me- 
mois, 1775, p. 487, and 1778), in my 
opinion overthrow the fyitem of volcanoes 
propoled by Herfchel. 

The beautiful fpot of the month of 
March had its middle at 104° of declin- 
anon, That whole appearance I calcu- 
lated (Memoirs, 1776, p. 496), had from 
11° to 14°; but a {pot of one minute 
occupies nearly 4°; therefore the moun- 
tain which I foppofe to-have ferved it for 
a foundation or obftacle to top and fix it, 
may, by taking it at a different point, 
cally Graw jt 2° or 3° farther in one ap- 
pearance chan in the other. 

M. de Flaugergues again perceived 
this beautiful {pot in the month of April, 
and this return gave him 25° 10” 6’ for 
the rotation of the fun, as [I have found 
by a great number of obfervations. 

M. Piazzi, the celebrated aftronomer of 
Palermo, informs me that he has obferved 
the principal ftars in the two feafons of 
the year, when the difference in the fitu- 
tion of the earth in its orbit ought to 
produce a difference in the fi uation of the 
MontTuLry Mag, No, 144. 
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Rars. This effect of the earth*s motion, 
which is called annual parallax, has been 
a fubject of difpute for two hundred 
years. M. Piazzi found it in three months 
a” § for Aldebaran, 3” for Procyon, 4” 
for Sirius, which proves that the fars are 
not, as has been believed, more than feven 
inillions of leagues dillant frorm the earth ; 
but he purpofes to continue and to verify 
thefe important obfervations. 

One of the moft important works pub. 
lifhed this year, is that of M. Legendre, 
entitled Nowvelles Methodes pour la Dee 
termination de l Orbite des Cométes. Afe 
ter having ment oned the methods of 
Lambert, in the Berlin Memoiis for 17723 
ot Lagrange, in the fame voiume; of 
Laplace, in the Memoirs of the Academ 
for 1780, he gives a new method for de- 
termining an orbit by three obfervations, 
and applies it to the comets of 1769 and 
1781. He employs the method which he 
calls minor fquares; which likewife ferves 
to determine the 45th degree of latitude, 
and hence he concludes that the length of 
ares of the meridian is le/s proper than 
that of the pendulum to determine an 
univerfal meafure. 

M. Gaufs, already known as one of 
our greateft aftronomers, has undertaken 


‘to calculate the attractions of Jupiter on 


the three new planets; but as there will 
be feveral hundred equations, he purpofes 
to give only the metheds by which our 
calculaters may eatily determine the quan- 
tities of thofe equations. 

A work, entiled Liltenthalifche Beo- 
bachtungen der neu-entdeckten Ceres, Pal- 
las, und Funo; or, Obiervations made at 
Lilienthal, on the recently difcovered Pla- 
nets Ceres, Pallas, and Juno, by Dr. J. 
H. Schroter, 336 pages, Svo. gives the 
obferved diameters, but which appear too 
large according to the memoir of Her- 
fchel.

PEWS IN CHURCHES. 


TOWE fays, that about the year 
S 1<20, half of the church of Saint 
Andrew Underfhaft was rebuilt by Ste- 
hen Gennings, Mayor ot London, * and 
the PEWES in the fouth chapell made of 
his colts, aS appeareth in every window, 
and upon the faid pewes.”’=——(Surv. L pd. 
p: 109. Edit. 1599- 4to.)—That is, he 
turnithed the touth chapel with a fet of 
vnitorm benches, or /udb/ellia, for the ge- 
neral ufe of the parifhioness. Betore the 
Reformation benetaétions were o!ten be- 
qneathed for feating a church in this man- 
ner. Bionfield cites legacies about the 
year 1502, for folyng various parts of the 
church of Swafham, in Norfo!k, the 
choir being fitted up with ftalls.—( Hitt. 
Norf. iii. 511.)——That is for fooling, or 
benching, various parts of the church, 
Particularly for making ‘all the gret 
folys of boih fydes the myd alley. —(p. 
s12.) Lord Bacon fomewhere fays, that 
Sir Thomas More when at mals fate inthe 
chancel, and his lady in a pew. He 
means, that fhe fate in one of the com- 
mon pari/b feats, without, and in the 
nave. Weever, who lived in the re'gns 
of El'zabe h and James the Firft, fpeak- 
ing of epitaphs on the pavements of 
churches in and about London, has the 
following paffage: ** Many monuments 
are coucred with feates or pewes, made 
high and eafie for parifhioners to fit or 
fleepe in, a fafhion of no long continu. 
ance, and worthy of reformation.” — 
(Fun. Mon. p. 701. Edit. 1631.)—See 
Warton's Hift. of Kiddington, p. 5. 
RED CROSS-STRERT. 
Mr. Pennant fays, “ This was one of 


the antient ftreets.. In-it the-mitred ab- . 


bot of Ramfey had his town houle. It 
was afterwards called Drury Houle, from 
its having been in after times the refidence 
of Sir Drve Drury.”"—( Account of Lon- 
don, p. 254.) Whether this was the 
lame which was called Bas-Court, granted 
by the King in fee to Robert de Ufford, 
Earl of Suffuik, 15 Edw. III. does not 
*ppear.—( Pat. a5. Edw. III. p.2. m. 
++)—This latter in the 30th of Hen. 6, 
1452, was in the poffeffion ot Robert Wil- 
loughby, 

The treet itfcif feems to have taken its 
Name from a eros which formerly adorned 
Mt. Adeed, of the thirteenth century, in 
a0 ancient cha:tulary once belonging to 
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the nuns of Clerkenwell, recites a gift of 
Alan de la Welle, of a houfe in Old-itreer, 
* verfus rubeam Crucem.”’ 

Sir Thomas More, in “ The pitiful 
Life of King Edward the Fifth,” Lond. 
1641, I2mM0. p. 27, Mentions a circum- 
ftance which occurred here at the clofe of 
Edward the Fourth’s reign, worth relat. 
ing, as it points at Richard's afpiring to 
the throne at atime when it is ufually 
fuppofed he had no ambition for it.— 
** And firtt to thew you, that by conjec- 
ture he pretended this thing in his bro- 
ther's lite, yee fhall underftand for a truth 
that the fame night that King Edward 
dyed, one called Mrfelbrooke, long ere 
the day fprung, came to the houfe of one 
Po'ticr dwelling in Red Croffe-ftreet, 
without Cripple Gate of London, and 
when he was with hafty vrapping quickly 
let in, the fait Mittelbrooke thewed unto 
Poitier that king Edward was that night 
deceafed. ‘ By my truth,’ quoth Portier, 
* then will my malter, the Duke of Glou. 
cefter, be king, and that I warrant thee.” 
What caule be had fo to think, hard it is 
to fay, whether hee being his fervant, 
knew any tuch thing pretended, or other- 
wife had any inkling thereof, but of all 
likelihood {pake it not of ought."

meonis, et Hugonis [lluminatoris, 1322.” 
Trey were two Francifcan friars that came 
from Ireland, and pafled through Wales 
to London, Canterbury, Dover, and fo 
to France, in their way to Jerufalem.

Lambarde, in his Topographical Dic- 
tionary, p- 306, ftates that Henry the 
Fourth was lodged in an * old ftone boule 
here, whiles he was cured of his leprofy.”” 
Two charters were dated from it in 1412, 
whence fome have interred it was a royal 
palace, or regular vefidence of our kings. 

ANCIENT PENANCGS. 

“Tn 1383, the 7th of Richard the fe- 
cond,” lays Stow, * the citize 's of Lon- 
don firlt inprifoned fuch women as were 
taken in fornication or adultery, in the 
Tuon (a prifon at Cornhill), and after 
caufed them to be brought forth in the 
fight of the world. They caufed their 
heads to be fhaven, after the manner of 
thieves, whom they named appellators, and 
fo to be led about the city, in fight of all 
inhabitants, with trumpets and pipes 
founding befcre them, that their perfons 
might be more largely known. Neiher 
did they {pate the men.” An kiea, per- 
haps, of the ceremonial attending this 
punifhment may be bet obtained from the 
following extract from the ** Proceedings 
of the Court of Aldermen,” 1552: 


** Novemb. 23. Item. Itwas this day orderyd 
and agryed, that Sir Thomas Sowdeley, clerk,

N anfwer to your correfpondent “* A. 
I Williams,” in your laft Number, who 
has farted fome very fingular doubts con- 
cerning the Eiymology of the word F'ng- 
land, I take the liberty to fend you the 
following oblervations, which I wifh you 
may find worthy of a place in your literary 
repofitory. : 5 ine 

I cannot help putting Mr. Williams in 
mind, that chronology is the eye of hif- 
tory, and that, unlefs he takes the for- 
mer to is aid, he will for ever be inca- 
pable of finding his way through the 
mazes of the latter. If he had been aware 
of this, and if he had, with a litile more 
attention, confidered the age of the hifo- 
rians whom he has quoted, and that of 
the Saxon conqueft, he would not have 
fallen into deubts fo fingular and fo un- 
founded. Of the huthors he has quoted, 
none has wrote before the beginning of 
the 12th, and Codinus lived in the 14th 
century of the Chriftian zra. But when 
did the Saxon revolution take place? It 
began in the middle of the fi‘th, and was 


completed before the clofe-of the fixth age 5- 


contequently more than sco years previ: 
ous to any of thofe hiftorians, on whofe 
teimony Mr, Williams founds his «ffer- 
tion, that the Britons were life-guards at 
the Grecian court, and currently known 
by the appellation of Englith ** coniider- 
ably prior to the Saxon revolution.” Per- 
haps thefe hiftorians, however, in fpeak- 
ing of the Varangs as Britons or Englihh, 
have recorded events from the fecond, 
third, or fourth wera? We fhould fup- 
pole fo from the manner in which Mr. 
Williams comments upon them ; but far 
fom it. Anna Comnena (who does not 
call the Yarangs Britons or Englith, but 
fays that they were from Thule, by which 
Kit bighly probable that the Grecians,

from the time of Procopius, meant Scan- 
dinavia) mentions them at the year 10815 
Cinnamus, who calls them ritons, at 
11305 Nicetys at 11993 Pachymeres at 
1258 and 1264; and Codinus ftill later. 
How then, I am defirous to know, can 
Mr. Williams bring them back fo far as 
** confiderably prior to the Saxon revoly- 
tion?’ Wall he, perhaos, lay fo much 
ftrefs on the avexader of Cinnamus, which 
he tranflates ‘* from time immemorial,” 
as thence to infer, that the Britons here 
mentioned, and called Englith, had been 
atthe Roman court from the very time 
thac Britain was a province of that em. 
pie? TE thal! not dwell on she impropri- 
ety of building tuch a conteure on a 
fingle word, which may, with equal faci- 
lity at leaft, admit of anovher interpreta- 
tien. I thall only afk, if the Bagayyos 
(tor they are the perfons in queftion) had 
been fo long in that diftinguifhed ftation, 
how fhould it come to pafs that no writer 
has taken notice of them before the he- 


ginning of the eleventh century? For, | 


to my belt recolleStion, Cedrenus ia the 
fir who mentions them at the year 1037 3 
and he does not yet call them Britons or 
Englith. The firtt who gives them that 
denomination is Cinnamus, ati130. Be- 
fides, fuppefe even that they were from 
the mo!t remote period, might not an au. 
thor of the twelfth century happen to ap. 
ply the name of Englifb, familiar to him, 
to ages in which it did not yet exift? And 
when no records of a more ancient date 
concurred in proving the propriety of that 
application, what arcument could thence 
be drawn for fubverting the ulual etymo- 
logy of that word ? 

Thus much, I believe, is fully fuffici- 
ent toconvince Mr. Williams that the per. 
{rs alluded to, and familiarly called 
Eagli/b, in the quotations adduced by him, 
were, by feveral ages, pofterior, not 
‘¢ confiderably prior,”’ to the Saxon re- 
volution, and, confequently, that their 
being called Eneii/h cannot in the leaft 
interfere with tne ufual, and, beyond 
doubt, the only true e:ymology of the 
word England. But for ftill tarther cone 
vittion, if he fhould with to learn when, 
and on what occafion thote Englith Bri- 
tons came to the court of Conffantinople, 
I will refer him to Torsieus and Orderi- 
cus Vitalis, by whom we are informed 
that it happened during the a“ of 
Alexius Comnenus in Conftaotinople, and 
of William the Conqueror in Eaglapd, 
whofe oppreflive government was the 
caufe of their emigration. Ordericus Vi- 
talis, efpecially, (I. 4, p- 508, in Du- 

chelpii 
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chefnii Ser. Norm.) relates, that a num- 
ber of chofen young men left this coun- 
try, and enliited themfelves in the fervice 
of emperour Aleéxivs, who employed 
them again(t the Normans and Duke Ko- 
bert; he firft built a town for them not 
far from Conftantinople, which was called 
Chevetot, but afterwards he removed 
them into the capital, becaufe in the for- 
mer place they were not fafe from the 
€ontinual incurfions of the Normans, and 
committed to their charge his principal 
palace, together with the imperial trea- 
fury. Some of them afterwards went 
over to Tonia, where they and their pol- 
terity remained faithful to the empire, 
and were ftill in great repute when Orde- 
ricus wrote, about A. D. i140.—-L. 6, 
p: 641, he adds, that Alexius made them 
his life-guards. 

There is {till one thieg in Mr. Wil- 
lams’s obfervations which I cannot pafs 
ever in filence. He fays that the Britons 
at the Grecian court were called Varangs, 
er batile-axe men. 1 fhould with to learn 
trom what root, and from what language, 
he can explain Becayyos to mean battle- 
axe men. It is very true that the battle- 
axe was their diltinguifhing weapor, on 
which account the Byzantine hiftorians 
very frequently call them acAsxu Qoeas ; 
but I greatly doubt that this be the im. 
port of the name Bapuyych. The etymc- 
logy and fenfe of this word has be¢ much 
difputed among eminent antiquarians, 
but not one, to my knowledgs, has ex- 
plained it, as Mr. Williams, to fignity 
battle-axe men. 

Perhaps, on fome future opportunity, 
I may take the liberty to offer your read - 
ers fome obfervations on the Bagayyor, 
giving a brief account of who they were, 
and which is the moft probable etymol vy 
of that name.

3n advertifement from a Society lately ef- 

tablifhed in the metropolis for the Relief of 

the Ruptured Poor, in providing them with 

truffles and medical advice. Their defign 

merits every encouragement ; for I am of 
Opinion the complaint, from caufes I «do 

not profefs to know, is daily gaining 

ground, and, from my late refidence in 

Liverpool, I think it prevails more in Eng. 
Jand than Scotland. 

A proper trufs is all that is wanted in 
ordinary cafes, and long experience war- 
rants me in faying, that a great deal of 
ufele(s expence is incurred ‘by the makers 
of thefe articles. They hammer them 
from fine fteel, and temper them as nicely 
as if they were intended for {word blades ; 
whereas nothing more is neceflary than to 
take a piece of common puncheon hoop, 
and give it a little cold-hammering ; rivet 
a piece of plate-iron to the end of it to 
form the cufhion ; bend it to the fhape of 
the patient’s body; ftuff it with coarfe 
wool or tow, and cover it with fheep’s 
leather. In this way have I fitted many a 
poor perfon with a trufs, the whole ex- 
pence of which perhaps did not amount to 
two fhillings ; while one made by a pro- 
fefled artift would have been charged a 
guinea, or thereabouts. 

The hoop-iron is fufficiently elaftic for 
the purpofe, and is fo tar preferable to 
tempered fteel that the patient may at any 
time, as experience directs, alter the fhape 
of it a little with his thumbs, fo as to 
make it fit eafier upon him, without dan- 
ger of breaking. 

If the hoop is taken of a fufficient thick- 
nefs, and the proje&tion for the cufhion 
made large, there will be no occafion for a 
back-ftrap, which is often galling, and af- 
ways inconvenient to the wearer. 

Should the Society think proper to make 
ufe of thefe hints, their powers of doing 
good may be vaftly enlarged. If the di- 
rections are not fufficiently clear for any 
workman to follow, I fhall, if they defire 
it, make them a prefent of a trufs asa 
pattern. 

In thort, Sir, my obje& would be ob- 
tained if they or a few refpe&table genile- 
sen would come forward, and tear off the 
veil of myftery which trufs-making has 
affumed, by introducing it into the fhop of 
every village blackfmith in the kingdom. 
It is, in ordinary cafes, fully as fimpleas 
fhoeing hories. My feeble affiftance thall 
not be wanting. The rich may fill con- 
tinue to have elegant trufles, made by the 

firft artits in London, with German flee!

1805, as to enable the public Opening :o 
take placeon that day; and from that pe:

and going out of the port of London, 
From the want of fufficient publicity 
of the canal's being open, and ready fer 
ufe; and until, through the medium of 
the Trinity Houfe, the fame had been cir. 
culated at the out ports, the ufe made of 
the canal, for near a month from the opeo. 
ing, was comparatively fmall; but there 
have neverthelefs paffed through the fame, 
from the opening to the 31{t day of March 
1206, inclufive, 421 veffels, of various de- 
{criptions, carrying fail, from twenty tons 
and upwards ; of which a great proportion 
were fhips of large burthen, befides a great 
number of lighters, barges, and boats, of 
various defcriptions ; and if the tranlit 
rates, authorized to be taken at the expir- 
ation of three years from the opening, had 
been received from them, it would have 
amounted to 619].

At firit he 
denied all knowledge of the libel with 
fuch bold and folemn protettations of 
his own innocence, and of his inviolable 
relpeét tor the clan and name of Mac- 
gregor, as could not well be difbelieved ;

The firlt edition of my Hiftory of 
Scotland was pubdlithed in June or July 
thereafter, and in the Anti-jacobin Ma- 
gazine of the toliowing year it was re- 
viewed in a ftrain of fuch grols abule as 
txcecded even the cultomary ftyle for 
which that review is fo peculiarly dif- 
tinguithed. The work contained certain 
ultorcal and uncontruvertible facts con- 
eat the Macgregors, written to early 
7 he beginning of the year 1793, before 
Aad heard of any recent attempt to re- 
ve the clan, or of any individual of note 


who had refumed the name. The publi. 
cation of these hiftorical fads, when come 
pared to the recent humiliating recantas 
tion of a libel, and the general tenor of 
the hiftory itfelf, were confidered it feems 
as fufficientr provocations; and a long 
parade of authorities taken from the 
Encyclhpadia Britannica, marked the 
writer as diltinétly as if his name had 
been annexed to the article. 

In my fubdiequent Differtation refpee- 
ing Mary Queen of Scots, I was content 
with intimating in a note, and in a man- 
ner intelligible only to the reviewer him. 
felf, that I underttood fufficiently both 
his name and character; being fatisfied 
that his animofity would foon betray him 
into fome new indiferetion. Accord. 
ingly, on perufing the article in queftion 
in the Brith Critic, I immediately re- 
cognized, though with fome furprife, my 
old and almott-forgotten acquaintance 
Gregor Macnab. On his quarrel with 
the Anti Jacobin, his pen has been en- 
tirely devoted to the Britith Critic. The 
coarienels of his invectives was fomewhat 
corrested; but his malevolence wis the 
fame as formerly. His allofions to my 
hittory were alio the fame; and an allue 
fion in particular to Lord Bault’s bribe 
in the Scotti parliament, repeated ia 
the Britith Critic (p. 491), almoft ver- 
batim from the Anu-jacobin (X. 145), 
renders the identiry of the autaor idit- 
putabie, Bur the lo)'owing patlage re. 
fpecting a manuicript which I had depo. 
fited in the Advocate’s Library, affords a 
Convincing detection of the author, whole 
name the editors of the British Critic 
«would be proud to avow,” but which 
he himéelf is > unwilling to reveal. 

‘© We have indeed been informed bya 
very competent judge, by whom at our 
requet it (the manulcript) was examined 
with fome care, that it is a thing of very 
lit le value, appearing to be a coilection 
of the reports of the day, with as little 
difcrimination as is ufuaily to be found

This manufcript, the original of Ciaw- 
ford’s fpurious Memoirs, was publifhed 
at Whitaker’s defire, within a few wecks 
after my hiltory, under the title of the 
Hiflorie and Life of King James the 
Sext: and a very different account of its 
merits will be found inthe oldeit and mojt 
refpe&tible of our literary journals, the 
Moathly Review tor December lat. But 
the manulcript has never been communt- 
cated to any, except to two gentlemen, 
either before or fince it was publithed ; 


and in this fact there can be no miftake. 
Uniefg 
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Unlefs when communicated to them, it 
remained in my own poffcflion till pub- 
lifted: the librarians affure me that it 
never was lent or fhewn to any but to 
thefe gentlemen; and no correfpondent in 
Edinburgh, much lefs a competent judge, 
employed to examine it at the reviewer's 
requefl, could have been ignorant, or have 
failed to inform him, that it was already 
publifhed, and that the book was to be 
procured in every bookfeller’s fhop. But 
of thofe gentlemen to whom alone it had 
been communicated, the one, whofe opi- 
nion of the manufcript is the very reverfe 
of the preceding, gave no information 
whatfoever of its contents. The other, 
one of our judges, to whom I had lent 
the manufcript for Mr. Whitaker's in- 
formation, and by whom it was certainly 
examined with fome care, very frankly 
acknowledged to me, that in the interval 
between the publication of my hiftory, 
and of the manufcript, of which this 
reviewer was ignorant, he had either men- 
tioned or tran{miited by letter, be recolleés 
not which, the precife oepinion® quoted 
above from the Britith Critic to an epif- 
copal clergyman at fome diftance from 
Edinburgh, formerly a nonjuring or jaco- 
bite clergyman, and better known as the 
author of a libel againft the Macgregors, 
under the fiétitious fignature of Gregor 
Macnab. 

As the preceding ftatement has never 
once been contradiéted by Mr. N. in our 
correfpondence upon the fubjeét, and as I 
know for certain that this author has 
been admitted for fome years paft asa 
writer in that journal, it remains for the 
editors to determine whether he is enti- 
tled to aét as a reviewer, and to continue 
as fuch in the Britith Critic or not. If 
in their opinion he ought not to continue, 
I am perfe&ly fatisfied ; and as for the 
infult offered to my character, and to my 
credit as an hiftorian, I afk no reparation 
or apology whatfoever. If on the con- 
trary it is the opinion of the editors that 
he ought to continue as their co-adjutor 
and correfpondent in the Britith Critic, 
it is proper that the public thould alfo be

i the following methods of taking im- 
preffions of meda's or coins with ifn- 
giafs meets with your approbation, the in- 
jertion of them in your Magazine may 
oblige many of your readers :— 

Take an ounce of ifinglafs, beat it ina 
mortar, then pick it into {mall pieces, and 
put them into a half-pint phial, and then 
fill it up witha dpirituous liquor, common 
brandy or geneva will do, put a cork into 
the phial with anotch cut in one fide of it 
for a paflage for air, and fet it bya fire 
for three or four hours, fhaking it often 


ia that time (the heat fhould be great 


enough to keep it near boiling all the 
while). The itinglafs will then be fuff- 
ciently diffolved, and the whole muit be 
poured into a cloth and ftrained off; it is 
then to be put intoa clean phial, well 
corked, and kept for ule. 

When you propofe to ufe it take the 
glue and jet it by ihefire, and it will loon 
liquify or become iluid ;then having made 
the medal clean and placed it quite level, 
pauron fo much of the glue as will cover 
it all over and lie without ruaning off; you 
then letit ftandto dry, which in the fum- 
mer time and dry weather will be in one 
day, at other times it will take near two j 
when it is quite dry, it is fearcely teen on 
the medal, and mutt be taken off by en- 
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tering the point of a pen-knife under one 
fide, and it will eafily rife off the medal in 
a clear, tranfparent, and perfect reéfem- 
blance of the whole, and every the minut- 
eft part of it. 

Improved method of taking of cafts 
from coins, Gc.—By forming a coat or 
layer of thin metal over the plafter of Pa- 
ris, it gives it a confiderable defence.— 
Tin is the cheapeft and moft conventent 
metal for the purpofe, as it is fufficiently 
flexible, and at the fame time very much 
refembles filver. The tin-foil ufed for 
filvering looking-glafles will anfwer very 
well. It thould be laid over the medal or 
coin intended to be taken off, and then 
rubbed either with a brufh, the point of a 
fkewer, or a pin, till it has received per- 
fe&tly the impreffion of the medal: the 
tin-foil fhould now be pared off round the 
edge of the medal, till it is brought to the 
fame circumference. The medal muft then 
be reverfed, and the tin-foil will drop off 
into a chip box or mould ready to receive 
it, the concave fide of the foil, or that 
which is laid on the face of the medal, 
being uppermoft; upon this pour plafier 
of Paris made in the ufual manner, and 
when dry, the caft figure may be taken out 
of the box or mould, with the tin-foil 
{ticking on the platter, the convex fide 
being now uppermoft again, in which po- 
fition it is to be kept in the cabinet her 
it becomes dry. To have an imprefiion 
very perfect, the thinneft tin-foil fhould 
be made ufe of. 

The impreffions taken in the foregoing 
manner almoft equal filver medals in beau- 
ty, and are very durable. If the box or 
mould be rather larger than the impreffion 
of tin-foil, the platter, when poured on, 
runs round its edges, and forms a kind 
of white fiame or circular border round 
the foil, whence the new-made medal ap- 
pears more neat and beautiful. 

It this tin-foil be gilt with go'd-leaf, 
by means of thin ittnglafs-glue, the me- 
dal will refemble gold.

OTHING has fo much perplexed 

the naturalift as the phenomenon of 
meteoric ftones. Every theory of thei 
Origin is at beft improbable, and we have 
only to chufe that which is the leat {>— 
The explication of M, Izarn, that thee 
ftones are formed in the atmo(phere, 
though the moft abfurd of all opinions, is 
not, however, new. Dr. Wallace, in his 
** Account of the Iflands of Oikney,” 
London, 1700, has the following paffage, 
which, no doubt, refers to a meteoric 

one :— 

‘* The air and clouds here, by the ope. 
ration of the fun, do fometimes generate 
feveral things ; as fome years fince, fome 
fithermen fifhing half a league from land, 
over again{t Copintha, in a fair day, there 
fell down from the air a ftone about the 
bignels of a foot-ball, which fell in the 
middle of the boat, and {prung a leak, to 
the great danger of the lives of the men 
that were in it, which could be no other 
than fome fubftance generated in the 
clouds. The (tone was like condenfed or 
petrified clay, and was a long time in the 
cuftody of Captain Andrew. Dick, at 
that time Steward of the country; aid 
Captain Dick, who is yet alive, told me 
he gave it to the late Ear! of Glencaira. 
—Pages 3 and 4. 

The original M.S. of Wallace's Ac 
count of Orkney (now before me) is dat-

If they have a volcanic origin, 
being all nearly fimilar in their compo- 
pent parts, we mut fuppofe that they 
have been ejected from one particular Voie

Of the different explanations of the 
phenomenon, it appears to me the leaft 
improbable to {uppofe that thefe ftones 
are thrown from a volcano in the moon; 
ad there isa fingular circumftance ob- 
ferved to precede the fall of a meteoric 
fone, that may be explained on this hy- 
potinefis.-It has been remarked, that a 
body projefted from the moon with a 
velocity about three times greater than 
that of a cannon-ball, would infallibly 
reach the earth. But the mountains 
cf the moon appear by obfervaticn far 
higher than thofe on our earth, the 
force, therefore, might even be lefs 
than this affigned. Let us fuppofe a 
fone, highly heated, thrown from a lunar 
volcano, reaches the attraction of the 
earth: after pafling the moon's atmo- 
{phere, and till it reached that of the 
earth, it is difficult to imagine, accord- 
ing tothe laws of heat, that it could cool. 
The upper ftratum of our atmofphere is 
luppofed to confift of hydrogen: the 
heated ftone would pafs through without 
fing it, as the hydrogen will not burn 
without oxygen; but where the hydrogen 
and atmofpheric air unite and mingle, an 
explofion would take place, and the ftone 
might acquire fo much more heat as to be- 


foncs. 


come highly red-hot, and have the ap- 


pearance of a fiery meteor. If the quan- 
ity of air and hydrogen exploded was 
sreater on one fide of the ftone than on 
the oppofite fide, the ftone might take an 
oblique direStion in its fall. It will be 
conidered unphilofophical to mention the 
moon's atmofphere : but if we admit that 
there are volcanoes in the moon, how can 
We reject an atmofphere? A volcano mutt 
“ginate from fome elaftic fluid, and an 
Saftic Auid forms an atmofphere.

L is upwards of five-and twenty years, 

fince the confideration of the milchiefs 
occafhioned by ftorms, accompanied with 
hail, induced feveral men of fcience and 
friends of humanity to endeavour to dif- 
cover means capable of preventing this de- 
ftrugtive calamity. M. Guenarg de 

Montbeillard, the celebrated affiitant of 

Buffon, being led by the ob/ervation that 

hail is formed only after violent claps of 

thunder, to fuppofe that lightning con- 
tributes much towards its formation, pro- 
pofed, in 1776, the ereétion of numerous 
conductors, which, by drawing off the 
ele&tric matter, would prevent the explo- 
fion of the lightning, and confequently the 
formation of hail. His Memoir, in the 
form of a letter to M. Guyton de Mor- 
veau, was read to the Academy of Dijon, 
and was inferted in the twenty-firft vo- 
lume of the Journal de Phyfque. In fup- 
port of his opinign on the caufes of hail, 

M. de Montbeillard adduces the obferva- 

tions of the moft eminent natural philofo- 

phers, and propofes phyfical and econo- 
mical means of execution. wet 
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524 Account of the Means lately employed in France 


This circumftance induced M. Guyton 
de Morveau, who has never let flip any 
opportunity of being ufeful, to examine 
the theory of the produétion of that me- 
teor, He feconded the philanthropic 
views of his countrymen, by unfolding 
this theory in an excellent Memoir pub- 
lithed in the Journal de Phyfique for Ja- 
nuary 1777, under the title of a * Letter 
from M. de Morveau to M. de Montbeil- 
Jard, on the Influence of the Ele&tric Fluid 
on the Formation of Hail.” 

Some years afterwards M. Buiffart, of 
the Acodemy of Arras, who was totally 
unacguainted with the work of M. de 
Montbeiliard, read to that Society a Me- 
moit on the different advantages, that 
might be derived from the multiplicity of 
electric conduétors. This Memoir may 
be found in the 21/t volume of the fame 
journal.* 

Though thefe feveral performances had 
called the attention of the public adminif- 
tration and of opulent proprietors to a 
fubject of tach importance, and fince the 
firft publication of the ideas_of Mefirs. 
Guenat de .Montbeillard, Guyton de 
Morveau, and Builliart, numberlefs difa 
ters cauled by hail in various parts of 
France had demonftrated the very great 
utility of the meafures propofed, or of 
others afcertained to be more efficacious, 
or more eafily executed, yet it was not 
known that more than one proprietor en- 
deavoured to put in practice any method 
of preventing this fcourge. 

In an interefting Memoir prefented 
about the middle of the year 1803 to the 
Academy of Dijon, by M. Denize, a mem- 
ber of the Scientific Society eitablifhed at

It the air in which thele vapours are 
falpended is of a temperature inferior to 
theirs, they will be condenfed by the dif- 
engagement of their caloric into clouds 
more or lefs thick. 

Their dimenfions being diminifhed un- 
der this new form, they will contain a fu- 
perabundant quantity of electricity, which 
they may difcharge by communication 
either with others, or with the earth, by 
means of conduétors ; but they will foon 
recover their electricity, if, in traverfing 
certain regions of the air abounding in ca- 
loric, they are reftored to their firit ftate 
of dilatation. 

Storms proceed from the contact of 
clouds at various degrees of electricity, the 
electric fluid fuccefiively darting from one 
to another to obtain an equilibrium, 

As the author explains the formation of 
drops of rain during ftorms, and confe- 
guently that of hail, ina manner which 
éppears to me peculiar to himéelf, that is, 
by the commotion produced in the atmo- 
ipnere of the clouds by the lightning, I 
Hall Guote what he fays on that fubjcé :

till the conclufion of the ftorm, is exactly 
the fame as that given of the fame pheno. 
mena by M. Guyton de Morveau in the 
above-mentioned Memoir. 

The following, according to M. Denize, 
are the characters by which we are to 
judge that it is time to put in practice the 
preiervative expedients. 

s* As foon (jays he,) as thick and dark 
clouds begin to accumulate, if you per- 
ceive that violent and impetuous winds 
tend to compreis them one againft an. 
other, and to condenle them ftrongly, as 
foon as you hear the thunder begin.to roll 
in the midi of them, and they appear ifo- 
lated in the air, communicating with the 
earth only by means of thick fogs or abun- 
dant fhowers, "tis then that the danger 
prefles, and you cannot be too expeditious 
to interpofe between thele clouds and the 
furface of the earth the moft powerful and 
energetic conductors.” 

It appears to me that the expedients 
approved by the author for diiperfing 
ftorms may be claffed in three divifions, 
and that, though he has followed no order 
in the indication of thefe means, they may 
be reduced to the three following propofi- 
tions. 

1. To excite in the air violent commo- 
tions capable of fhaking the particles of 
water which adhere to it, and thus pro- 
duce an abundant rain. 

This objc&t may be obtained hy the 
found of great bells, the repeated fuing of 
cannon, the beating of drums, the detonae 
tion ot tulminating powder, and the exe 
plofion, in the midit of the clouds, of 
rockets thrown up towards the darkeft 
places. 

2. To interpofe energetic conduétors 
between the clouds and the earth, either 
by fires kindled at diltances and kept up 
with dry matters, or by the difengage- 


“tment of humid vapours, or by the com- 


buition of refinous fubftances. 

3. To draw off the electric fluid con- 
taincd in fuperabundance in the clouds, 
by means of numerous eleétric conductors. 
As thunder-fiorms come in this country 
(France,) with a weit and fouth-weit 
wind, it would be of importance to fix up 
thefe conductors in each canton in that 
quarter of their horizon, They fhou.d 
be. piaced either on very lofty fituations, 
or on the tops of the highelt trees. 
This confideration would tend to multiply 
lotty trees in thole parts; and hence 
would accrue immenie advantages with 
regard to the augmentation of fucl. 


Such is the fuccinét analytisot this Me- 
MOM, 
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moir, which proves its author to bea phi- 
Jofopher familiarized with the explanation 
of the grand phenomena of nature. It is 
for men of fcience and enlightened minif- 
ters to decide how far the methods he pro- 
pofes are practicable in the country, and 
compatible with the fafety of the inhabi- 
tants and with the principles of good ad- 
miniftration. , The hopes created by this 
Memoir, that at fome future period one of 
the moft afflictive calamities will be ba- 
nithed from the earth, are damped by the 
melancholy idea of the accidents that may 
be occafioned by the inconfiderate employ. 
ment of moft of the prefervative expedients 
propofed by M. Denze. Be this as it 
may, 1 thought it might be interefting to 
enter into this analyfis, before I gave the 
details of the procefs employed in the ¢- 
devant Macgonnais to prevent ftorms, fince 
it is the mott extenfive work that has yet 
been written on this fubjeé&. 

It was at Vaurenard that this procefs 
was firft praétifed about thirty-five years 
ago. The Marquis de Chevriers, for. 
metly a naval officer, having retired to his 
eftate at Vaurenard, and feveral times wir. 
nefled the ravages occafioned by the hail, 
recollecied that he had feen at fea the ex- 
plofion of artillery employed with fuccets 
to dilperfe flormy clouds, and refolved to 
try the effect of a fimilar method to pre- 
vent hail. For this purpofe he made ufe 
of fire-arms, which were difcharged on 
the hills at the approach of ftorms ; and 
his experiments being attended with the 
happieft refults, he continued till his 
death, which took place at the beginning 
of the Revolution, to preferve his lands 
from the ravages of hail, while at the 
fame time the neighbouring villages fre- 
quently fuftained very great injury. He 
annually confumed two or three hundred 
weight of mice-powder, with which he 
was fupphed trom the magazine of Ma- 
con. 

The inhabitants of the communes in 
which lay the pofleffions of the Marquis 
de Chevriers, convinced by many years 
experience of the excellence of this prac- 
tice, Continued to employ it. Their ex- 
ample was imitated by the contiguous 
communes, and tpreading farther and fare 
ther, it is now adopted in the communes 
of Vaurenerd, Iger, Azé, Romanéche, 
julnat, le Torrins, Pouilly, Fleury, Saint 
Sorlin, le Viviers, les Boutteaux, and te. 
veral others. The fize of the pieces, their 
charge, and the number of times they are 
hred, vary according to local and other 
circumitances. The commune of Fleury 
makes ulc of a mortar which takes 2 
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pound of powder for each char 
generally difcharged on the heiches, te : 
the clouds have had time to accium, " 
great number, and the explofion 
peated till the ftormy clouds are torall 
difperfed. According to the report of th 
keeper of the Magazine at Macon, the rs 
nual coniumption for this pur pole is ben 
eight to ten hundred weight of mine-pow 
der, 

The extenfion of this proce’ withig 
thefe few years, and the fuccels which has 
conftantly accompanied it, make it dei. 
able that its ufe fhoutd not he confined fy 
the communes where it has been adopied, 
but that it may be diffufed wherever the 
{courge which it obviates extends its ras 
vages.” Itis the duty of the {cientific f. 
cieties, which, in this circumfance, may 
adduce in fupport of theory the experience 
of many years, to endeavour to propagate 
a practice that is not éxpenfive, nor at. 
tended with inconven‘encies, and the exe- 
cution of which, from its fimplicity, is 
adapted to the capacity of all the inhabj. 
tants of the country.

Zurich, Fuly 1805. 
ROM Bafle to Zurich there are two 
interefting roads, either by Badea or 

Schaffaaufen. Preferring the iatter, I 

chofe rather to walk at my leifure than be 

dragged along in a cart (which forms the 
diligence to Zurich,) at an uneafy and it- 
recular pace. 

‘On ae way to Schaffhaufen J pafled 
through the littl: ditri& of Frickthal, for- 
meily belonging to the houle of Avftria, 
but attached to the canton of Argau fince 
the peace of Luneville. ‘The charatter of 
its inhabitants, whofe number, accordirg 
to the laft calculation, amounted to 17,760 
refembles that of the Swils, being an x 
tive, laborious, patient, and faithtu 
people. They are lefs chearful and os 
mated than the peafantry of the adjecer 
countries, probably owing to the ve gree 
and troubles they have experienced — 
military inroads during the late Gif 
tionary conteft. ‘They have sisey “4 
tinguithed themfelves by their ftea hal 
tachment to their fovereign, and re la. 
lu&tantly yielded to the neceflity ss 
changing his goverrment for tnat 
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ly under the Emperor, thata village ta 
hundred families did not pay more than 
evo hundred florins per annum. ‘ 

Rheinfelded in Frickthal is the largeft, 
hut not the moft populous, of the four 
Wald@atten, as they are termed, Its fitu- 
ation on the Rhine is very pleafant ; but 
g fine bridge and beastitul woo's of oak 
and beech fhared the fate of many other 
peauties of art and nature during the late 
ay Stein I enjoyed a charming view of 
the Rhine from the windows of a very 
good inn. A few hours after brought 
me to Schaffhaufen, where I met with 
the bet accommodations at the Crown, 
The exiting curiofities of Schaffhaufen 
are the two public libraries and the cahi- 
net of M. Arnmann, containing among 
other things a very beautiful fet of repre- 
fentations of fithes, plants, and iniects ; 
hut its greateft curioity, Ulrich Gruben- 
mann's bridge, exifts no more, having been 
burnt (whether intentionally or not, re- 
mains undecided,) when the Archduke 
Charles obliged the French to retire from 
this neighbourhood. 

it was reported that the French intend- 
ed to erect a new flone bridge at Schaff- 
haufen from the ruins of ‘the former for- 
trels at Hohentwiel, but this, like many 
of their projects, terminated only in 
words. 

“ The peculiarity of Grubenmann’s 
bridges (f2ys an architeé&t,) confilis inthe 
arch of beams indented in one another on 
both fides the bridge on which the road- 
way is hung. In carpentry, as well as in 
bridge building, it has long been known 
that the ftrength of beams is increafed by 
indentation ; but Grubenmann greatly im- 
proved the invention. As his bridges 
were formed of one balcony, coniifting of 
Jagged pieces reaching from one bank to 
the other, and arched in the middle, they 
haye fearcely any but a perpenidicotar 
itrefs on the land-props ; and it is this 
circumfance in particular which gives 
Grubenmann’s mode of bridge-bu:lding a 
deci led preference over every o:her inven- 
ion for pendant and elaftic works.” 

From Schaffhaufen to Zurch is but 
. day's ealy journey either by the way 
of Eglifau or Winterthur, the former of 
which T chofe. At Oerliken, a league 
and a half from Zurich, I found a ful- 
phurous bath. This neighbourhood bears 
~ the traces of batties, pillage and 
“ning, in the ruins of the houfes, and 
the ill apparent defolation of different 
hy It witneffed many bloody con- 
“ts between the’ French and the allies, 
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and fuffered, among other incalculable 
mifchiefs, a diminution of one-fixth in the 
quantity of its cattle, 

As youapproach Zurich, the neigh. 
bouring hills rife into a ftupendous am- 
phitheatre, floping gradually to the lucid 
arena of the Lake, which is every where 
bordered with vineyards and _pafture- 
grounds, dotted with alternate villas, vil- 
lages, and towns, and pointed with the 
gliltening fpires of the capital at one end, 
and the fnowy peaks of Schweitz and 
Glarus on the other. 

We reached our journey’s end before 
five o'clock, and were enabled that even- 
ing to enjoy the profpeéct of the Lake and 
the chain of the Alps from the windows 
of the Raven, one of the principal inns, 
where we took up our ledging. 

Zurich, a manufauring town, with 
1I of 12,000 inhabitants, is beautifully 
fituated at the north end of the lake that 
bears its name, and holds the firft rank 
among the cities of Helvetia with regard 
toarts, civilization, and irfluence. It is 
defervedly entitled the Athens of Switzer- 
land. On the litt of its citizens ftand 2 
number of great names in all ages diftin- 
guifhed by civil and military virtues, by 
talents and information, by ufeful efta- 
blifiments, and by the pureft patrioti(m. 
A tafte for the fciences, a perfevering {pie 
rit, and a neble ambition, are the boafts 
of a Zuricher, and are exemplified in the 
chara&ters of Gefflner, Tobler, Burkli, Fu. 
elsli, Lavater, Wyfs, Heidegger, E{cher, 
Hstze, and many other ornaments of the 
lat and prefent century. It isalfoa place 
of con fibernsion from its manufactories of 
handkerchiefs, filks, ribbons, muflins, 
and porcelain. 

In the late Revolution this town and 
its environs experienced more than any 
other part of Switzerland the horrors of 
war and the oppreffion of foreign troops, 

“Its lofs is eftimated at fixteen millions of 
old French livres, fix of which are faid to 
have been waited in devaffation alone. It 
was the chief military pofition of all the 
armies, and might have proved deitructive 
to the ambitious projects of France, had 
not the fame want of a united co-opera- 
tion in the Allied forces defeated the belt 
objeéts there as it has done always. 

Near Zurich there was an anxiliary are 
my of Ruffians, who came far, very tar, 
from the borders of Afia, and the immea- 
furable deferts of Siberia and Tartary. 
Many of the rude inhabitants of thofe re- 
mote climes now eyed with amazement the 
novel and grand fpettacle of Helvetia’s 


towering {nowy mountains, and were det- 
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tined to carry on a new and unufual war- 
fare amidft its craggy precipices and in 
tlre depth of its abyfies. The whole fur. 
rounding country abounds with accounts 
of the intrepidity, obedience, fidelity, end 
flurdineis, of thefe Northern warriors. 
Ever the French officers were often heard 
to {peak with admiration of their military 
virtues. 

The melancholy incidents which took 
place during theft hoftilities are neceflarily 
frefh in the memory of the inhabitants. 
Among feveral which have been related 
to me, I cannot refrain from communi- 
cating one which has ftrongly inpreffed 
my mind. A newly-married pair were 
living happy and careleis in‘their village 
when the tidings were brought by ftugi- 
tives of a decifive battle having jult taken 
place in the neighbourhood. The report 
was too foon confirmed by the thunderings 
of the approaching cannon. The bride- 
groom, equally animated by a martial 
ipirit and a love for his wife, wavered be- 
twixt the defire of engaging in the con- 
teft and of flying with the objec of his 
affections. He went outas far as the hafty 
intrenchments of the retreating-party, 
where cannon was already planted againk 
cannon, and where the cries of the com- 
batants were loft in the horrid roar of 
guns and the clafh of arms. In this {cene 
of tumult the thought of his bride and of 
her abandoned ftate gaining the afcendan- 
cy in his mind, he haftened back to his 
houfe amidft a fhower of balls, which 
firuck the earth on ali fides of him. Be- 
fore he reached his home his aged parent 
met him in tears, and pointed to the roof, 
where a hoftile ball had violated their 
peaceful dwelling. Where is my wife ? 
was the reply of the anxious hufband. 
On being informed that the was in the 
houle, and had gone up ftairs to fee the 
cottage that was iaid to be burning in the 
neighbourhood, he flew to the garret, 
wlere to his inexpreflible horror he faw her 
weltering in her blood, The very ball 
which had ftruck the roof had taken off 
bath her legs in the moment in which the 
looked out of the window. She now lay 
in the agonies of death ; he threw himfelf 
befide her, and recalled her for a moment 
to life by the loudnets of his lamentations. 
She opened her eyes, eflayed to ftretch 
torth her arms, and moved her lips to 
fpeak tobim 5 but her arms funk, her 
Aps retufed to do their office, fhe reclined 
ser head, and ber foul fled to heaven ! 

She is dead, cried the frantic hufband, 
ftarting up, and breaking through the 
cwwwd ef {peClatcrs, who vainly attempt. 
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ed to oppofe his progrefs, he ruthed tp. 
wards the intrenchments, and was ~ 
mere, 

Some foldiers afterwards related that 
young man fuddenly {prung in amo . 
them, they knew not ftom whence fed 
ed the arms from the hands of _ 
them, and was darting over the eee 
ments with incredible fury, when at 
grape-fhot fhatrered his body in pieces 
and numbered him with the flain who fil. 
ed the ditch, There he probably remain. 
ed ; for when the intrenchment ‘became 
ufelefs, after having been ftormed by the 
enemy, the moat was clofed up, and fery. 
ed as a common grave for the friendleis 
ftranger and the unhappy hufband, whofe 
beloved wife, after a week’s union, was 
configned at the faine time to a giave in 
the neighbouring church-yard ! 

Zurich is not elegantly built, its Areets 
being narrow and crooked. Among its 
principal public edifices are the tewn. 
houle, the two cathedrals, St. Peter's, and 
the orphan-houle, which latter is the mot 
beautiful place in the city. The town. 
houfe is decorated with the bulls of great 
men of Greece, Rome, and Helvetia, who 
have defe:ved well of their country in the 
caule of freedom ; and its hall contains 
the reprefentations of every {pecies of fh 
found in the Zurich lake. 

Before the Revolution the arfenal, one 
of the mot confiderable in Switzerland, 
was exhibited as a very great curioity, 
pefleffing very important hittorical anti- 
quities, no Jeis inftruétive than venerable. 
Of the latter defeription was the bow and 
arrow with which William Tell is {aid to 
have fhot the apple rom his fon’s head at 
the command of Geisler ; anc the battle. 
axe of the famous military pricit and re- 
former Zwingli. But the arlenal and tea- 
jury, both here and in other parts, were 
alike cleared by the French. 

In the public-library are Rill preferved 
the original le‘ters of the uniortunate Lady 
Jane Gray and the MS. of Quiatilian, 
from which the firft modern edition was 
printed, The latter “as difcovered, <A 
gether with many othe? copies of the Ci" 
fics, among the mufty legends of _ 
nedictine Abbey of Si. Gal’. _Foets - 
Magazine of Arts is one of the richeit au 
molt valuable in Switzerland, being 29 
aflemblage of all the fineit productions of 
modern aititis, in which cilais he hints 
holds a reipeftable rank. The coneenen®

Geflner’s monument 
fands in the Schutzen-platz, but he was 
soterred, by his own defire, at Klonthal, 
sthort, contemplative, and revired walk 
fom Zurich, a.ong double rows of lime 
trees, that border the jun ‘tion of the Sill 
snd the Limmat. A ruinous mafs of gra- 
ate in one of the thickets of the grove, 
with the fimple infcription of ‘* Solomon 
Gellner,” announces to you the Ipot 
which holds the remains of this charming 
et and painter. 

The tomb of Lavater, though not fo 
rural, was no lefs interefting to me, from 
the reflection on thit extraordinary man, 
who was equally admired, centured, and 
mifunderitood. 

Uncommon endowments and powers ; a 
burning zeal combined with an indefati- 
gable activity in the caufe of truth and 
vive; an ingenuous fearlefs ttruggle 
againft tyranny and intolerance ; purity 
of intention, good-na‘ure,-and a forgiving 
ipirit ; re€titude of principle and an un- 
iullied conduét ; thefe are the prominent 
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features in his unvarnithed charaéter, 
The very thot he received from the French 
fold.er was occahoned by his obeying the 
call of humanity, on hearine the crv of 
diftrefs. If ever there wis a man, fays 
Charks Lewis von Haller, in his funeral 
oration on this eminent man, to whom the 
atin word virtus is applicable in its tulle 
eit fenf:, it was Lavaer. His whole civil 
and ecclefiaftical ite was occupied in rout: 
ing and encouraging noble fenriments, in 
diverting men from ‘njultice and violence, 
in dryiog up tears, alleviating mifery, 
confoling the unhappy, and diffufing 
peace. Although he endured the grearett 
agonies for near a twelvemonth, he retaine 
ed his faculties fufficiently to preach a 
farewel-fermon to his parifhioners but a 
week before his death. His memory was 
honoured in Zurich by the tears of the 
public, by a funeral unequalled for the 
number and intereft of the ‘ollowers, by 
public orations in the pulpits, by a monn. 
meat, and numberlefs other imaller tefti- 
monies of regard fiom both friends and 
enemies. I was (hewn the place wnere he 
received the fatal fhot, and the pulpit 
from which he fo often {poke to the hearts 
of his hearers. R,.

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SOME ACCOUNT OF THE LATE MRS. 
ELIZABETH CARTER, TRANSLATOR 
OF EPICTETUS, &c. &c. 

ODERN times have been peculiarly 
4YA favourable to the development of 
female genius ; for, notwithftanding the 
doaited politenefs of the ancients, the wo- 
men do not appear to have enjoyed amcng 
‘sem a very enviable ftation in fociety. - 
True, indeed, we hear of illufrious ma- 
tons, in the days of the Romans, who 
were acknowledged by their contempora- 
les to have poffefled many accomplifh- 
ments; andthe greatelt orator of his age 
and nation candidly allows, that, by fre- 
quenting the houte of one diltinguifhed 
tamily, he contrived to polifh both his 
‘anguage and his manners. We _ have 
alfo ben told, that, in another republic, 
the beauties of the Greck language were 
0 generally and critically uaderftood, 
“at the women at Athens were accuitom- 
a ‘ipute on this faubjeé, in the herb- 
~ <*y with ali tne accuracy and violence 

1 eFammarians, 
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But, on the other hand, it muf be can- 
didly allowed that knowledge was never 
fo genevally diffufed as at prefent ; and it 
may be even maintained, without fear of 
contradiction, that, without excelling 
them, perhaps, in fome ftul more va.vable 
qualifications, the lad’es during the reign 
of George III. eclipfe thofe of the b-ft 
days of the Greek and Roman common- 
wealths in point of mental accomplifh- 
ments. 

During the dreary periods of feudal ty- 
ranny and ecclcfiaitical fuperitition, the 
human mind, fubmitting to the trammels 
of opinion, became torpid. To excel in 
fears of chivairy was the anly doait of the 
fteel-clad baron ; to bind gallavt knights 
in the filken ciiains of aromuntic affection 
was the fole glory of the noe camiel, le- 
cluded under the battlements of a moated 
caltle, which cou.d not be approached 
without croffing horrid drawbritzes ad 
pfling under tremendous portcuslites. 

At length letters dawned on the fhores 
of the Mediterranean, aad the South be- 
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came fuddenly enlightened. The intro- 
duction of printing, by multiplying books 
and facilitating the means of knowledge, 
produced a new epoch in the hittory of the 
world ; the graces of the mind began to 
be eftcemed as well as thole of the body ; 
and the females of modern Evrope, by cul- 
tivating ihe former, produced anew, a 
more rational, and a more conftant fource 
of attraction. 

But this tafte was not long confined to 
Italy; it foon crofled the Alps ; and the 
Court of France, already coniidered as one 
of the moft polite in the univerfe, became 
famous for ladies whofe pens, if we are to 
give credit to the tales of their lovers, aét- 
ed like fo many f{pears, and, by inflicting 
wounds far more deadly than thofe pro- 
duced by their eyes, at once captivated 
the hearts and the underitandings of their 
admirers. 

England did not fail to follow the ex- 
ample fet by a neighbouring nation, which 
fhe has always affeéted to condemn and to 
imitate; yet it muit be allowed with pride, 
that the tiudies of our female ancettors, 
although tinétured with controverfial the- 
ology, were of a graver, as well asa decp- 
er cait. 

Nicholas Udal, mafter of Eton fchool, 
who was patronifed by a queen author, * 
and appears to have enjoyed the favour of 
Henry VIII., mentions the ** great num. 
ber of noble women at that time in 
England given to the ftudie of human 
fciences and of ftrange tongues ;"” and he 
adds, ** it was a common thing to fee 
young virgins fo nouzzled and trained in 
the ftudie of letters, that they willingly fet 
all other vain paftymes at naught for learn- 
yng’s fake. It was now no news at all 
(adds he,) to fee queens and ladies of moft 
high efiate and progenie, inftede of court- 
ly daliaunce, to embrace virtuous exer- 
ciies, readyng and wiityng, and with moft 
eernelle fiudie, both eriye and late, to ap- 
ply themielves to the acquiring of know- 
Jedge, as well in all other liberal arts and 
difciplines, as alfo mot fpecially of God 
and his moi holy word.” 

Not content with reading, fome of the 
moft diftinguifhed perfonages of that age 
attempted to write alfo ; and entering of 
coune intothe fpirit of the times, addi&- 
ed themfelves chiefly to polemical divinity. 
One of the many cenforts of the fit 
*¢ Defender of the Faith,’ and who gene- 
roufly interceded forard faved the Uni- 
verfity ot Cambridge from his barbarous 
fpoliations, produced a work entitled

them.

_ She appears fome time after to have ex. 
cited the attention of the literary and 
fafhionable world, as appears by a pal. 
fage in the elegant Corretpondence lately 
publifhed of the Countefs of Hartford and 
Pomfret. Lady Harttord, in writing to 
Lady Pomfret from London in June 1739, 
obferves ‘I have been agreeably amufed 
by reading Signor Algarotti’s New. 
tonianifmo per le Dame; tranflaced into 
Englith from the Italian, ina very good 
ftyle, by a young woman not more than 
twenty years old. I am well informed 
that fhe is an admirable Greek and Latin 
fcholar ; and writes both thefe languages, 
as well as French and Italian, with great 
elegance. But, what adds to the wonder 
fhe excites, is, that all this lewning has 
not made her the lef> reafonable woman, 
the Iefs dutiful daughter, or the kis 
agreeable and faithful triend. 

‘While a correlpondent of the indul- 
trious Cave, and a centributor to his 
Mifcellany, Mifs Carter formed an %- 
quaintance with Jehnfon, then an obicure 
author ftruggling into celebrity, as yxt 
unadorned even wi:h a degree, and unno- 
ticed by the royal favour which gilded 
the latter portion of his life by means of 
a well merited penfion. From this learned 
man, who thought ‘the ought to be ce- 
lebrated in as many ianguages as Lewis 
le Grand,” the received the tribute of an 
epigram in a language with the beauties 
of which fhe was well acquainted.* 
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An accident of another kind, and 
which at firlt aflumed a mott inau- 
jpicious appearance, made her known 
to Richirdfon, then in the meridian 
of his reputation; and as their ori- 
‘nal correfpondence is now before the 
guthor of this article, he can of courle 


give (ome account of what took place on 
this occafion. 


On the 13th of December, 1747, ° 


Mis C. addrefled a letter from Canter- 
bury to the author of ‘* Clariila,’’ com- 
plaining “that he had thought proper to 
print an Ode*, which fhe apprehended no 
ove had a right to publifh if fhe did not 
chufe to do it herfelf,’> and to this fhe 
added, ** that fuch a proceeding was un- 
generous, and unworthy a man of repu- 
tation.” 

Five days after, Richardfon explained 
the tranfaction, by oblerving ‘* that he 
had a worthy kinfwoman, Mifs Elizabeth 
Long by name,” who had obtained the 
promife of a copy for him while in Wilt- 
hire, and delivered it without impofing 
any reftri€tion whatfoever. He at the 
lame time prefented her with ‘* the two 
little volumes, (in half-binding, as an un- 
fisifhed work) not by way of fatisfaction 
or atonement, but to fee how the Ode is 
introduced,” 

In confequence of this incident, mu- 
tual civilities having taken place, a regu- 
lar correfpondence was carried on for 
lome time with a confiderable degree of 
ipirit on both fides, during 1747, 1748, 
and 1753 inclufive. Under the date of 
the lait of thele years, after mentioning

Mils Chapone, Mifs C. atks for an ex- 
planation of certain “dark infinuations 
of treachery, and bookfellers, and Irifa- 
men,” relative to the publication of Sir 
Charles Grandifon. The Jews’ Bill, and 
its effects on the multitude, are alfo men- 
tioned: Mr. Richardfon infinuates that 
he had been formerly defirous of obtaining 
** Angelica’s invifible ring in Ariofto’s 
Orlando,’ while the lady fairly owns, 
“that the deleétable hiftory of Fortu- 
natus had often fet her a longing for his 
cap,’ which, adds the, ** had the fame 
convenient quality for fheepi/h people; 
but as no fuch cap to my forrow I ever 
could get, my only expedient was always 
retiring to a window, and rolling myiel€ 
up in a curtain, where I have often fat 
many an hour after I have been heart 
tired of the company, (and the company 
perhaps has forgot me) rather than deve- 
lope my figure, and walk out of the room 
before :t grew dark.” 

In a letter without a date, addrefled to 
Mifs H—(ighmore), Miis C. exprefles 
herfelf thus, in refpe&t to a work which 
has long fince obtained its deferved thare 
of celebrity. ‘* I extremely honour the 
jet indignation you exprefs at the cold 
reception which has been given by a ftu- 
pid, trifling, ungrateful world, to the 
Rambler. You may conclude, by my 
calling names in this outrageous manner,” 
adds fhe, ‘that I am as zealous in the 
caufe of this excellent paper as yourfelf. 
But we may both comfort ourfelves that 
an author who has emploged the nobleft 
powers of genius and learning, the trong- 
elt force of underftanding, and the moft 
beautitul ornaments in “the fervice of 
virtue and religion, can never fink into 
oblivion, however he may at prefent be 
little regarded. There feems to be iv 
the rotation of human affairs certain pe- 
riodical returns of popular guod tenie, 
and true tafte; and when the laugh of 
folly is out of breath, and the mad tu- 
mult of giidy pleafure fubldes, our t- 
vourite Rambler will meet with the ap- 
piaufe and veneration he fo juflly merits.’ 

The predictions of this lady kave been 
fully verified ; and in the mean time the 
contributed two papers to the work in 
gueftion, The firlt, Number XLIV. con- 
tains the account of an extraordinary 
dream, during which a fizure drefled in 
black, with her {kin contra&ed into @ 
thoufand wrinkles, her eyes deep funk 
in her head, and her complexioa pale and 
livid, as the countenance of death, con- 


duéts the narrator through rugged ew 
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befet with briars and thorns, and tells her, 
*¢that man was born to mourn and be 
wretched.” 

She is relieved, however, by the fight 
of the moft lovely obje& ever before be- 
beld, who addrefles her in the following 
terms: ‘My name is Religion. I am 
the offspring of Truth, and the parent of 
Benevolence, Hope, and Joy. The mon- 
fler irom whole power 1 have freed you 
is called Superfiition. She is the child of 
Difcontent, and her followers are Fear, 
and Sorrow. ‘Thus different as we are, 
fhe has often the infolence to aflume my 
mame and character, and feduces unhappy 
mortals to think us the fame, till fhe at 
Jength drives them to the borders of de. 
fpair—that dreadful abyfs into which you 
were jult going to fink.” 

After obferving that ‘*a world fo ex- 
quifitely framed could never be meant for 
the abode of mifery and pain,” and flat- 
ing that **the proper tendency of every 
rational being, from the higheft order 
of raptured feraphs to the meaneft rank 
of men, is, to rife inceflantly from lower 
degrees of happinefs to higher,”’ the urged 
with great force that ‘*the enjoyments of 
a reatonable being cannot confft in un- 
bounded indulgence, or luxurious eafe ; 
in the tumult of licentious paffion, the 
Janguor of indolent repofe, or the flutter 
of light amufements.”” This beneficent 
phantom then concludes as follows : 

** Return with me from continual mi- 
fery, to moderate enjoyments aud grateful 
alacrity. Return from the contracted 
views of folitude to the proper duties of 
a relative and dependent being. Religion 
is not confined to cells and clofets, nor re. 
firained to fullen rctirement: thefe are 
the gloomy doétrines of Superftition, by 
which the endeavours to break the chains 
of benevolence and focial affection, that 
link the weifare of every particular with 
that of the whole. Remember that the 
greatett honour you can pay to the Author 
of your being, is by fucha cheerful be- 
haviour as diicovers a mind fatisfied with 
his dilpenfations.”” 

The fecond article contributed by Mifs 
Carter, is Number C. In this, the turns 
“the numberiets benefits of a modith 
life’ into ridicule; attacks ‘ French 
novels,"* « Sunday card parties,’ ¢* little 
eaths,”’ © polite cdilfimuiation,” ‘ tea- 
tebe fcandal,”* «the triumph of prece- 
dence,” and ‘the exttatic delights of un- 
friendly intimacies.” 

About the year 1762, Mils Carter fir

eloquent Earl of Bath, to whom the boo 
is dedicated, and preceded by fome 
commendatory lines in blank verle es 
the good Lord Lyttleton. Afte: the laps 
of a long period, they have reached > 
a fourth edition ; and that the huccels of 
thefe verfes has not been ereater appears to 
have puzzled many to account for ; but all 
due allowance for fafhion, and veriuili 
of opinions, being made, it may be fairly 
quettioned whether they have not attained 
their full meafure of reputation, as they 
are unquettionably far inferior to many 
of the profe writings of the fame author, 
In addition to original compofiticns, they 
contain two tranflations from the Italian 
of Metattafio. 

It now only remains to notice fuch 
other works of this lady as have not been 
already mentioned. In 1739, when only 
twenty-two years of age, the tranflated 
‘« Sir Ifaac Newton's Philofophy, ex. 
plained for the ufe of the ladies, in fix 
dialogues of Light and Colours: from 
the Italian of Sig. Allagrotti. During 
the preceding year, fhe had given an Eng. 
lith verfion of Croufaz’s Examen of 
Pope’s Effay on Man,” which has at- 
tracted a high degree of praife from 
Dr. Birch,* whofe talents rendered him 
no contemptible judge both of the tub- 
jué and execution. 

But the publication that conferred cre- 
dit to her talents, and gave currency to 
her reputation as a learned woman, mae 
its firft appearance in 1758. It was en- 
titled, ** All the Works of Epictetus sow 
extant. Trarflated from the Greek, by 
Eliz. Carter, with Notes by the Tran'- 
lator.” The Gentleman's Magazine, ever 
faithful to her fame, appears to have re- 
gularly ufhered in her works to the ripe 
ot the public, with fome commenditely 
poetry ; and upon the prefent oecation the 
following tributary lines, which we canner 
ther commend for their elegance of _ 
ticn, nor praife for their depth of reieare?» 
made their appearance:

The names of two diftinguifhed 
perionages, a Pulteney, and a Lyttleton, 
have aiready been mentioned 5 and witha 
third* fhe not only lived in intimacy, but 
yigted many parts of the continent io her 

mpany. 

“". nd houfe of Mrs. Montague, who, 
according to Dr. Johnfon, * had a con- 
fant ftream of converfation,” fhe found a 
Gacere welcome, and taw the firft circles. 
In the palace of the prefent bifhop of 
London, fhe either formed or cemented an 
acquaintance with Mifs Hannah Moore, 
and feveral of the moft zealous members 
of the eftablithed church ; and the was in 
the hibits of friendly intercourfe with 
Mr. Wilberforce, Mr. Hawkins Browne, 
the late Dr. Beattie, &c. &c. She ap- 
pews alfo to have been acquainted with 
Garrick, and to have vifited his widow. 

Fex, if any, fchclars of the prefent 
age, were more deeply imbued or more 
generally acquainted with both ancient 
and modern learning, than the fubje& of 
this article. Mrs. Carter not only read 
Arabic, but appears to have formed a 
manufeript diétionary of that language. 
Hebrew the alfo underftood : with Latin 
the was familiar: but it was with Greek 
that the folaced her lear ed leifure, and

delighted the hours of her retirement 
from the sworld, She appears allo to 
have been converfant with all the modera 
tongues, having acquired a proficiency in 
Spanith, German, Portuguefe, Italian, and 
French, the two fir of which the pre- 
ferred. Of the fciences, the is faid te 
have delighted moft in aftronomy, and hee 
attachment to it doubtlefs occafioned fome 
of the verfes already quoted in this article, 

Notwithftanding her unaffected piety, 
and her religious opinions, which were 
eminently ftriét and orthodox, Mrs. C. 
was focial, and even condefcending, Her 
converfation was divefted of the affeéta- 
tion of learning ; and fuch as were un. 
learned themfelves, experienced no airs of 
fuperiority on her part. The friend of 
Lord Lyttleton was to be feen every cay ; 
but the tranflator of Epictetus was only 
beheld in the library. 

The iron hand of Time had “ thinned 
her flowing hair,” and her drefs (for the 
had never been ftudious of ornament), 
was not prepoffeffing ; but fhe no fooner 
opened her mouth than her audience was 
delighted : and it may be quettioned whe. 
ther her converfational powers as a vifitor, 
or her talents as a letter.writer, had the 
better claim to fuperiority. 

Her time was divided between her na- 
tive town of Deal, where fhe had built a 
neat little houfe, and Londor, in which 
fhe was accuftomed to {pend part of the 
winter and {pring. 

Such was either the force of habit, or 
the magnetic attrastion of friendthip, 
that fhe cheerfully fuftained the fatigue 
of a noSturnal journey in a public car- 
riage, for the exprefS purpofe of enjoying 
the fociety in which fhe had fo long de- 
lighted. 

This eminent and learned female died 
at her lodgings in Ciarges-ftveet, London, 
on the rgth of February, 1806, after hav. 


__ing nearly attained the patriarchal age of 


eighty-nine.

PROCEEDINGS OF LEARNED SOCIETIES. 


NATIONAL INSTITUTE. 
wt te following interefting memoir, re- 
dL fypedting the red colour of the fnow 
on high mountains, was lately read be- 
fore the National Inftitute, by M. Ra- 
MOND, 

When M. de Sauflure travelled in the 
Upper Alps, about twenty years ago, he 
remarked, for the firft time, that immenfe 
fields of fnow were tinged by a red pow- 
der, the origin of which he could not af. 
certain. To accomplifh this objeé, he 
colle&ted fome of the powder, and fub- 
jeted it to experiments, but his doubts 
on this head were far from being cleared 
up; for, although it appeared to be of a 
vegetable nature, his attempts to difcover 
the plant to which it belonged did not fuc- 
ceed. This laft confideration at firft in- 
ducéd him to regard it as the product of 
a fingular comb:nation of fome earth, fe- 
ange from the fnow with air and light: 

ut he afterwards returned to his firft opi- 
nion, and regarded it as the feminal duft 
of fome plant, probably of the cryptoga- 
mous kind. He was farther confirmed in 
this opinion on his afcent to the fummit 
of Mont Blanc, when he refle&ted that the 
{now was never found tinged with this red 
Matter, but at a certain and determined 
height, where many Alpine plants grew, 
and only during the feafon of their feeun- 


dation; and that at” the fummit of this 
mountain, which was wholly deftitute of 
vegetation, the {now uniformly appeared 
of the mot perfect whitenefs. He was, 
befides, anxious to learn whe'her a fimilae 
phenomenon did not occur in other moun- 
tainous regions. 

‘«¢ This circumftance,” fays M. Ri 
mond, ‘ I had it lately in my power fuly 
to afcertain, as I obferved that the foow 
was of this red colour in the Upper Py- 
rennees. Many obfervations, it 1s true, 
have led me to draw conclufions very dif 
ferent from thofe of M. de Sauffure, bt 
they de not enable me to add any thing 1? 
the faéts he has fo accurately deferibed. 

«© Like that illutrious naturalift, 
have met with this coloured {now in the 
fpring and during thaws, on — 
at the height of between two thoufa 
and two thoufand four hundred won 
In fome places, I obferved this rec " 
tint in the furrows produced by the oo 
ing of the fnow ; but it was more “ 
cularly evident, and of a deeper “pr de 
the jun@ion of feveral furrows, Si a. 
multitude of rills had depofited a ‘; 
louring matter. I collected a iy 
this fnow, and allowed itto difolve ‘Pt 
taneoufly. The fluid thus obtal ie 
came almoft immediately clear, . i 
red powder was precipitat oa 
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tom of the veffel. Sauffure doubtlefs had 
got oblerved this excefs of weight, fo op- 

te to thar of a vegetable powder, which 
is (pecincail y lighter than weter ; but this 
i, tne only one of its characters which is 
.. oppofition to its other fenfible preper- 
ts. On being expofed toa flight degree 
of heat, it exhales fometimes a {mell like 
that of opium, and at others fimilar to 
that of plants belonging to the chicorace- 
cus tribe ; when the heat is augmented, 
it wells and bubbles up like vegetable 
fyb‘ances, diffufing the odour pecuiiar 
to them. ‘ 

«“ So far my experiments tended to con- 
frm the opinion of Sauffure; but it re- 
mained to be demonitrated whether the 
places where this powder was found might 
yot throw fome light upon its origin. I 
was then engaged in hotanizing on the 
higheft of the Pyrenean mountains. For 
feven years [ had been occupied in this 

urfuit, and during that pe: iod had col- 
Jeted from fifteen to eighteen hundred 
fpecies: thefe I carefully examined, and 
can fately affirm that I did not meet with 
any whole pollen anfwered, either by its 
colour or abundance, to the phenomenon 
in quettion. 

« But, on the other hand, Sauffure hav. 
ing at firft endeavoured to d fcover the 
crigin of this powder in the mineral king- 
dom, aflerted that the coloured {now was 
net {urmounted by any rocks whence it 
could proceed ; and it is in this refpeé& 
that my refults differ from thofe of that 
prilofopher, 

“ The fir time I noticed this appear- 
ance, which was about feven years ago, I 
was ina country abounding with granite ; 
the inow was detached from the rocks by 
a partial thaw, but it was evident it had 
once been in clofe contaét with them ; 
and at the origin ofall the furrows, which 
carried down the coloused powder, I 


found very dark~ red grains, whence the - 


tint evidently proceeded. What was my 

onifhment when, on examining them 
more narrowly, I difcovered them to be 
{mall particles of mica, in a ftate of fin- 
fular decompofition. This was not a 
imple oxidation of the iron contained in 
of Pes but a complete transformation 
pe e whole fubftance into a light, red, 
*@ ulverulent matter. Many of thefe 
Particles were completely changed, while 
a of them were but fuperficially al. 
ee I feleéted thefe lat, and fcraped 
wd powder with which they were co- 
et his was really the colouring 
fhe wt of the fnow, and this fubftance, 

mineral origin of which was thus 
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proved, aflumed a vegetable charater in 
my crucible. 

“© On the following year, I found the 
red {now on the mountains in the form of 
micaceous {chiftus. Since which I have 
frequently difcovered it, and always on 
lands abounding with mica. Once, in 
particular, I received a very furprifing 
and unexpected confirmation of this faét, 
On aicending Mont Periu, and the fur- 
rounding tertiary mountains, I difcovered 
the rofe tint on the {now which covered 
the glacier of Tugue Rouge. Can this 
phenomenon, faid I to myleif, proceed 
here from any other caufe? On examin. 
ing the rocks, however, all the hard grey 
fiones were intermixed with almott imper- 
ceptible particles of mica. 

** Laltly, the abfence of mica is alone 
fufficient to explain why Savffure had not 
obferved the red colour of the fnow on the 
fummit of Mont Blac: he himielt in- 
forms us, that the granite was there to. 
tally free from any mixture of mica. 

«¢ But this laft proof is fuperfluous, 
fince I have already fhown that the pro- 
duétion of the red powder in queftion did 
not depend on the prefence of mica alone, 
but required the concurrence of certain 
circumitances which'could only take place 
in the middle regions of thefe mountains, 
Sauffure availed himfelf of that confider- 
ation in order to fupport his opinion, 
while, in faét, it tends to corroborate 
mine ; fince it is not the prefence of mica 
alone which is neceffary to produce the ef. 
feét of which we have been {peaking, but 
a concurrence of particular feafons and 
temperature, joined to a proper degree of 
oxigenation in the fnow, and a certain 
degree of aétivity in all the caufes which 
tend to produce this phenomenon : it 18 
particularly evident. in. thofe places, and 
during that feafon, in which the elements 
moft ftrongly tend to form new combina- 
tions. Nature, indeed, appears equally 
incapable of producing it at thole im- 
menfe heights where her energies are en- 
chained by a perpetual winter, or in the 
lowelt regions where they are exhaufted 
by fucceflive vegetation. 

* On the whole,” concludes M. Ra- 
mond, ‘ from the faéts I have fated re- 
fpecting the converlion of mica into a 
powder which acquires all the chara&ters 
of a vegetable production, it appears ‘o 
me to open a valt field for inquiry, re- 
{peGting the means employed by nature in 
the jucceflive production ot organized be- 
ings ‘rom the molecules of inanimate 


matter.”

recepticie under the machine.—The ad. 
vantages expected from this invention are, 
1. The great expedition with wich the 
machine does the bufinefs; 2. The great 
extent to which it my be einployed; 3. 
That it does not waite wire as other ma- 
chines do, on account of its feeding itizlt, 
which is a very material advantage. 

To Mr. Jonn Austin, of Glalgow, 
wes adjudged the filver medal for various 
improvements made by him in manutac- 
tures: among thei, in the manutactuce 
of muflins, lawns, &c., are {potting thurs 
ties, that fave clipping and the waite of 
{potting yarn to nearly feven-eights of its 
whole value, and the pattern improved 
thereby. Some of the machinery 1s work-

The 
next improvement is an univeria) ravel or 
inife, ufetul at the beaming ot all kinds 
of webs. This machine, which colts but 
<os., is of itteft complete, and will beagn 
trom the coarfelt to the finelt web, and ‘o 
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any brea’th required ; whereas, by thofe 
in ovmon uife, 120 different ones are 
necr Tary, the value of which is more than 
20l. 

Mr. Austin has laid before the fociety 
fprcimens of types or figures, formed of 
burn’ clay or porcelain, for printing pat- 
terns uvon callicoes, or defigns for articles 
to be fewed or tamboured. Thele types 
are not liable to be deftroyed by fire, nor 
by lving ina damp place. They may be 
made to acertain depth, fo as to be varied 
a: pleature, the fame as letter-prefs print- 
tog types. A certain number may be 
snarked on each type, to aicertain the ex- 
ac proportion of tue price of rambouring 
or fewing; the rates of the fame work 
being frequently very irregular, for want 
of a regular ftandard to caiculate them by. 
They may be purchafed at half, or even 
onc-iourih, of thofe cut in wood ; they are 
equally durable, or more fo, and may be 
made finer than any cut in wood.

It confilts of a 
tube of fteel, containing a fet of lenfes 
with crofs wires or fpiders” wehs, in the 
ufual manner, It will be eafily unde rflood 
that an inftrument of this kind, a‘ter re- 
ceiving the magnetic power, may traverie 
upon pivots, or by any other fim:lar mode 
of fufpenfion, and will difpofe itfelf in the 
magnetic meridian. One of the difficul- 
ties attending the magnetic bar ef the 
ufval form is, that its line of direction 
may not be parallel to its fide; and it is 
not ealy to determine the quantity of error 
by reverfing it, hecaufe this laft operation 
is in molt cafes impracticable. Mr, 
Troughton’s magnetic telefcope may be 
turned round in its fupport like that of a 
levelling inftrument, and it will deter. 
mine the magnetic meridian; whenever 
any one and the fame diftant object is 
feen upon the centre of the crofs wires, 
after the telefcope has been turned round 
On its axis, as in its former ftate.

It appears thar 
Jariflaus I.5 fon of Waladiag the Gres 
invited to his court a Creat pumber of 
learned Greeks, and employed them jn 
tranflating into the Slavonic language 
Greek woiks, the original of whieh wer 
depofited in the church of St. Sophia, 
Conftantin was fo great a lover of the 
fciences, that he colleGted more than ro0¢ 
Greek manu(cripts, feveral of which he 
caufed to be tranflated and diflribured to 
the fchools in his dominions. Alexs 
Michaelowitz, wifhing to compare the 
Slavonic verfions of the bc oks uled in the 
churches with the origina!s, cauled to be 
purchafed in Greece, and particularly at 
Mont Athos, about sco MSS., which are 
ftill preferved in the libsary of the fynod 
at Mofcow. Even allowing that the lat. 
mentioned colleGtion confils of copies of 
the Holy Scriptures and of the Fathers; 
yet it may reafonably be conjectured that 
this was not the cafe with refped to the 
1000 MSS. colle&ted by Conftantine ; and 
it may be afked, what is become of thole 
prefented by him to the f{chools, and whe. 
ther the till more numeroue collection o: 
Jasiflaus I. has not remained at the chore 
of St. Sophia. It is to be hoped thet 2! 
the convents of Ruffia will be cailed up. 
to furnifh a catalogue of their libraries, 
by which means we may flatter ourlelves 
to bring to light fome precious remains 
of ancient Greek literature.

After the fkins have been 
feened in this dye, they are kneaded in a 
hot wfufion of oak loaves; when they 
have become fupple and mellow, they are 

fied through coid water; they are then 
rubbed with olive oil, and calerdered with 
wooden cysinders,

ent monuments. He purpoles to publi 
his refearches, from which we may expect 
new and curious relults relative to the 
hittery of thele countries. This work 
will be accompanied with comparative 
tables of the charaers. 

ir. Munter has alfo difcovered a weave 
ing inflrument engraved on the coins of 
thofe iflands; where, as appears trom 
Diodorus (lib. v. c. 12), the Carthagi- 
niens had confiderable factories ; and is of 
opinion, that a figure on fome coins of 
Ccflura, which has been taken for a co- 
lumn, or candalabra, is ncthing elfe but 
the Kayay of the ancients. 

Profeffor Mutter, of C*penhager, 
has bee prefented with the large medal 
of the Danifh Academy, for his memoir 
on the two large antiqué golden horns 
which fome time ago were ftolen trom the 
King of Denmark’s cabinet, and melted 
down by the robbers. He corfiders them 
to have beén of Ceitiberian origin, as the 
chara&téis engraved on them perfectly re- 
fembled thofe found on Celtiberian me- 
da!s. 

The King of Denmark's cabinet of 
medals has lately been enriched by the 
acquiition of the fine colleion of Dona 
Alcflio Motta (Baron Recupero) at Romes 
which confits of about 1600 Greek me- 
dals in bronze, for the mof part of Sicily 
and Magna Grecia.

Profefor FroriLxo, author of a Hif- 
tor of Painting, printed at Gottingen, 
has lately publithed an interefting little 
work, intitled, * Eflay towards a Hiltory 
of the Arts of Defign, &c. in Ruffia.”’ 
—The firft part contains curious facts, 
taken from fome very rare works, a col- 
lection of which is only to be found inthe 
library belonging to the Univeitity of 
Gartingen, on the ancient cunneétion be- 
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tween- the Ruffian and Eaftern empires ; 
and on the firft eflays of art in the former 
of thefe countries, which was indebted to 
the latter for the knowledge of them. He 
has, for inftance, given a comparative 
view of the magnificence of the Emprefs 
Jhene, and the (plendcur of the Mu!covite 
cout atthe fame time. The fecond part 
is dittinguifhed by a complete niltory. of 
the Academy of Arts at Pcterfburg, trom 
the time of the Emprefs Elizabeth, who 
founded it, to that of the preient Empe- 
ror, who has enacted new regulations for 
it. Mr. Fi-rilo likewile makes us ac- 
quainted with the mo't valusble collection 
of the work: of art, ancient and modern, 
which the tovereigns and grandees of shat 
empire had ata great expence obta-ned 
frcm Italy, France, and even from Eng- 
land. Among th fe are many of the 
matter pieces, which formerly commanded 
the admiration of connoiffeurs in the gal- 
jery of Pala’s Royal at Paris, and in the 
villas Negroni and Mattei at Rome.

ABSTRACT OF THE PUBLIC LAWS ENACTED BY THE 
BR‘TISH LUGISLATURE. 





INTRODUCTION, 


T is of high and general concern, both 
I to the Le giflatute and to the commu- 
nity, that the Public A&ts thouid be pub- 
licly known. 

The law prefumes them to be known, 
fo as to exempt mene from the penalty on 
account of ignorance 3; and ths ccnie- 
quently enforces the acceffiry of making 
the fact, as far as poflible, conform to the 
prefum, ton. 

Alihcugh a vat and rapidly progref- 
five accumulation ef ftatutes ccnftently 
takes plice, the promulgation of them 
has been very inadequate; and fereign 
pations remain ignorant of all the changes 
in our legal polity*. 

The public is indebted to Mr. Abbott 
for the endeavour, better adapted, to 
make the Adts generally known as they 
are pafled in Parliament, by sending co- 
pes cfevery Pubiic Act tothe magiltraces 
who act ineach hundred ; and if the wri 
ter of thele remarks is not mifiaken, they 


have commen!y been fent for iome yeais

And it declares and enacts, that 2 wi 
nefs cannot by law refule to aniwer {uc 
queftion on the fole ground that a Hf 
fwering of fuch queftion may eftadii oa 
tend to eiiablith, that he owes a dedi, 
is ctherwife liable to a civil fuit. sit 
As great judges have differed oe ; 
point, and as, till lately, it feem be

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Ox Tuefday, the rith of June, Mr. 

Fox, witha fteacy adherence to thofe 
principles which he has always avowed, 
had the glory to carry a réfolution in 
the Houfe of Commons, which goes 
to the entire abolition of the Arri- 
CAN Stave TRaDE—that opprobrium 
on Chriftians in genera], and on Englifh- 
men in particular. The following were 
the terms of this motion, fo interefting to 
he caufe of tuffering humanity : 


‘<¢ That this Houfe, conceiving the African 
Slave Trade to be contrary to the principles of 
juttice, humanity, and found policy, will, with 
wll pra@tical expedition, take effe€tual mea- 
Zures for abolithing the faid trade, in fuch 
manner, and at fuch period, as may be deemed 
moft defirable.” 

As ufual, it was oppofed by the mem- 
bers for Liverpoo!, and by a few others 
interefted in the traflic; but it was fup- 
ported hy Mr. Wilberforce, and all the 
members of Adminifiration, and carried 
by 115 againft 15. 

In the courfe of the debate the Solicitor 
General ftated from the documents before 
the Houfe, that fince the year 1792, up- 
wards of THREE MILLIONS anda HALF 
of the Natives of Africa had been torn 
from their country by Europeans, and had 
either miferably perifhed on the paflage, 
or had been fold in the Welt Indies!!! 
—How can an age which has tolerated fo 
infamous a traffic be called enlightened ? 
The crimes thus perpetrated chiefly by 
ovr own countrymen, equal, in horror and 
enormity, thofe of the French Revolution, 
and area ftain on our national character 
equally difgraceful. Thanks to the up- 
right character of the prefent adminifra- 
tion, they have determined to remove this 

foul imputation from the country, even 
though their majorities fhould count a few 
leis in the Houfes of Parliament.

laws, an exercife of which is conformable tp 
the regulations o: the treaty concluded on the 
24th o: May oi the prefent year, thail be pre- 
ferved inviolate, with the exception of tho 
only which thall be abolithed by the prefent 
Conftitutional Laws. 

2. The Admini tration of the Dutch Colo- 
nies is regulated by particular laws, and the 
expences of the Colonies tha!l be eftimated as 
a part of the revenues of the State. 

3. The Public Debt is guaranteed by the 
prefent laws. 

4. The Dutch Language fhall continue to 
be employed exclufively in the laws, tne pud- 
lications, ordinances, judgments, and all pud- 
lic aéts, without diftinction. 

5.° There fhall be no changes made in the 
name or the value of the current coin, unlels 
it fhall be authorifed b: a particular law. 

6. The ancient colours of the State thall be 
preferved. 

7. The Council of State thall be compoled 
of thirteen members. ‘The Minilters thail 
hold their rank, their fitting, and their votes 
of deliberation in the faid Council.

5. The Leziflative Body thall aflemble in 
Ordinary twice in the year, viz. from the 13th 
of April to the at of Jone, and from the 15th 
of November to the 15th of January. On 
the 15th of November a fifth of the oldeit 
Members fhatl go out from the body. The 
firtt Member fhail go out on the 15th of No- 
vember, 1897. ~ Such Members, notwith- 
landing, may be re-elected. 

Of Sudiciary Power. 

1. The judiciary intticutions fhall be pre- 
ferved in the mode they have been ettublish- 
ed by the Conttitution of 1805, 

2. Relative to the judiciary power, the 
King fhali exercife all the rights and all the 
authority velted inthe Grand Veahonary by 
Virtue of the Conitution of 180.5. 

3. Every thing that relates to the exercife 
of military criminal juitice fhall be leparately 
regulated by an ulterior law. 

A letter trom the Hague of the 18th of 
June, contains the particulars of the entry 
ot King Louis upon his new goveroment.

Thefe are. principally 
teverith or inflammatory. Many in- 
tances of typhus, fcarlatina, and rubeo- 
l1, have occurred, wearing, at thriv ear. 
lic Mage, the phyfiognomy of danger ; 
but their more ferious and alarming fymp- 
toms were expeditioufly fubdued by the 
iecently ameliorated method of managing 
this clafs of diforders. Frequent and uni- 
verfal ablution cgnititutes the moft im- 
portant part of this management, and, 
in mary cafes, the only part perhaps that 
is abfolutely eflential. Fevers may, in 
general, be wwajhed away, without the 
ausiliary co-operation of any other reme- 
dy, excepting that degree of either phar- 
maceutical or dietetic fupport which may 
heneceflary to prevent an entire and pre. 
mature exhauftion of the powers and fta-

A part of Barrock-fide, in the Foret of Ins 
glewood, in Cumberland, the only part in- 
clofed under the late a@, was laft year fowa 
with wheat by James Graham, efq. of Bar- 
rock. Lodge: and which will this year pro- 
duce a moft luxuriant crop. Great praife is 
due to Mr. G. for his improvements, and it is 
hoped his patriotie example wiil be generally 
followed. 

At the late anniverfary meeting of the 
Society of Arts, J. C. Curwen, efq. of 
Workington, received the gold medal. His 
laft communications to the Society have 
related to the planting of 1,200,000 trees; 
to the raifing of carrots, which are ftated 
to go as far as the produce of more than 
twenty times the fame quantity of land, in

alfo by a frontage rate of 24. per running 
foot; a lefs rate to be collecteo when the 
poor’s rates exceed ss. 6d inthe pound —The 
ratcs to commence onthe 24th of June in- 
ftant, for one half year; and aiterwarcs on 
the 2sthof December in every year, for one 
year, to be collected quarterly —One-third 
of the rates to be paid by the lanclord, and 
the other two-thiras by the tenant. Where 
the houfes, &c. are not laid to the poor’s rate, 
the landlord is to pay the whole rate. Cem. 
tniflioners may borrow money on intereft, or 
by way of life annuities. Allowance is to 
be made to perfons who have made any new 
pavement prior to this act.

WORTH BRITAIN. 

A new wet dock, the firft of the kind in 
North Britain, was lately opened at Leith 
with great ceremony. This dock has bees 
whoily executed within high water mak, 
which added greatly to the difficulty and ex- 
pence of the undertaking. The fpace occu 
pied by the dock is above five acres, but in- 
cluding the ground on its fides and ends, up- 
wards of fifteen acres have been taken from the 
fea; on thefe parts it is intended to contro 
graving docks, building flips, sheds and ware- 
houfes. The fea wall of this dock being e- 
pofed to the accumulated fwell from the 
German Ocean, required to be very frog.

WHILE Deffalines lived, he would enter into no commercial treaty or agreement with ang 
maritime power in Europe, and the Englith often endeavoured to trade with the ifr! of 
St. Domingo, and though they dis fo by ftealth, yet they never had an abfolute permiilion.

The Clovers which ave now mowing, or nearly ready for the icythe, do not in general 
prove heavy crops; thefe +s well as the winter Tares having wanted rain to accelerate their 
growth, yiela a heavy awate. 

The Paitures alio begia to fuffer much; and the Meadows, except thofe in low muift firua- 
tions, are not likely to »prouuce more than three-‘ourths ot a crop. 

The making ov Hiey ts firstheJ, or nearly fo round the metropolis, in the beft condition, 
and of exceilent quality ; but the bulk is much inferior to the crop of lat year. In Sc. 
Iames’s market, Hay fetches from 31. to 41. 18s. ;—-Straw, trem 11. 19s. to Ll. ids 
" The Fallows, both for Waeit and Turnips, have been well plowed and harrowed; the 
weather having been faveurabe fer fuch work, and hav’rg reduced foils the mof fou! and 
obtinate to a mellow and kindly tilth Norwithftauding good hufbandry, the carly fewa 
Turnips, in maay places, have ben detroyed by the fly, and the lands fown again, which, 
it is to be reared, muft be done on a large portion of the land recently fown, if fome wet doves 
net foon iall. 

The prices o: lean cattle, as well as ftore Sheep were much reduced, owing to the fearcity of 
Grafs, at the late ‘airs; the farmers not choofing to add to their prefent flock, except milking 
Cows and youn, draught Hories, which ftill maintain good prices. Smal! Pigs tor the dairy 
ae indemand, and fell well ; but large ftores are not in requeft.—in Siithfeld market, Beef 
fetches trom 4s. 6d to 5s, ;—-Mutton, from 4s. to 5s. and Pork, from 5s. od. to us. 
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NA URALIST’S REPORT OF THE MONTH. 

"THE Nightingales arrived this year fomewhat later than ufual, owing to the Eafterly winds 
. which prevailed during the greater part of the month of April. They are, however, 
now heard every night in the woody parts of the New Foreft; and alfo very frequently dur- 
ing the day-time. What a barbarous tafte muft that perfon have had who (according to the 
relation of Atdrovandus) was fo difgufted with the fong of thefe delightful birds, as to have 
all the trees in the neighbourhood of his houfe cut down, in order that no thelter might be 
afforded to them! 

The fifhermen have been employed in trawling Mackrel every evening fince the begin- 
Ing of May, but hitherto the fhoals have not come into the bays. They have, however, 
been at fea afew leagues fromthe coaft; and hopes are entertained that they will foon ap- 
proach the fhores. | 

An Angel Shark (/gualus fquatina of Linnzus), two feet long, was caught in the nets 
about the middle of May. aoa 

A few evenings after the Mackrel fithing commenced this year, the fithermen, in hawling 
their nets, found them fo heavy, that confiderable fears were entertained left they fhould 
burt, They were filled with an immenfe quantity of a fpecies of Meduja, or Sea Bluboer, 
tothe weight of two or three tons. It is fingular, with refpect to thefe animals, that they 
always approach the coatts againft the wind. A wind from the North-Eaft prevailed during 
this time. On the following night (the wind having changed soond to the South- Welt), 
very few of them were caught. The fifhermen aflert that Mackrel will never approach the 
Places where they are found in any abundance, and that their appearance feldom fails to drive 
the Mackrel away, pe 

During the feafon in which theep are wafhed in the rivers previoufly to their being fhorn, 
the falmon-fithers affert that Salmon are always lefs abundant than at any other period of the 
fummer, They account for this by afferting that thefe fib, difliking the water impregnated 


eee &c. from the bodies ot the fheep, generally retreat again, for a thort time, into 
‘ © lea, 
The Atberines are now in great abundance on the fandy hallows along the coait ; the pre: 


Month deing that in which they chietly fpawn, They are ufually called Smelts ia os 
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Ifle of Wight, and in Suffex, Hampfhire, and Dorfetthire; but they ar Site 
from thefe fith, as is appartnt on the flighteit infpe@tion. They ste Ther i 
from which the Smelts have derived their name; and they have, along each fide of thei, 
extending from the head to the tail, a bright filvery longitudinal band, that is boty, 
found in the latter. Atherines are generally caught either by fine Seine nets aie aa 
sound net wilh an iron rim, fufpended, by cords, to the end of a pole. This is let a 
the bottom of the water, where it is not very deep; and when part of the thoal aa 
in the act of {wimming over it, the net is raifed gently up, and the fih, tiling with it = 
furfaee, are theneafily fecured, by fuddenly drawing it out. m 

A Goat-fucker, or Fern Owl, was thot and fent to me on the 26th of May. Thefe biri 
are merely fummer inhabitants of Great Britain. They are generally firit obferves : 
the middle of May, and continue till nearly the end of September. Their very Gneula 
note, not much unlike the continued whirring of a {pinning-wheel, may be heard almot 
every fine evening in woods and copfes of the South of England. Their flight is very low 
and they fall on almoft the flighteft wound. y 

The Wheatears are arrived, but hicherto I have obferved very few. 

I this year obferve more Glow-worms on the banks by the road fides, than ¥ have dore 
for the lait two years, and fome that I have remarked have been peculiarly luminous, [t's 
net often that [ have been able to difcover the malea; buta few evenings ago, in taking one 
of the females into my hand, I took up at the fame time a male that happened to be aloog 
with her. 

On the firft of June I caught a remarkably fine fpecimen of the Poplar Hawk Moth, fptire 
populi, of Linnzeus. It was a female ; and fhe depofited inthe box where | kept her about two 
hundredeggs. In the courfe of ten days a confiderable portion of thefe were hatched. Jan 
very defirous of preferving them alive, but much doubt whether I fhall be able to do it, 
although | have fupplied them with branches of the poplar tree. In their proper ftate the 
darve of this moth feed only on the pith, or young wood of the trees on which the eggs ae 
depofited. They undergo their change, into chryfalids, under the furface of the ground, 

The Cockchaffers this year are very few ; and hitherto I have not obferved a fingle {peci. 
men of the Stag Beetle (/ucanus cervus of Linnzeus), which are fometimes feen in confderabie 
numbers. Roth thefe infects were much more numefous than ufual in the fummer of 1804, 

The Field Crickets, gryl/us campefris, are now heard every evening, making their fhril! 
chirping noife in almoft all the fields. ‘There is to me fomcthing extremely pleafing in th: 
notes, if they may be fo called, that are produced by thefe little animals. 

The Orange-tip Butterfly, papilio cardamifies, during the prefent month may frequently 
be feen flying along the fides of the roads, and almoft under every hedge. 

The Foreft-1, es, bi; pobofca eguina, begin to be very teafing to the horfes.
